QUANTITATIVE  GRADING 


In  this  catalogue,  we  use  the  quantitative  grading  system  for  describing  the  condition  of  the  lots  in 
this  sale.  We  feel  that  this  system  is  the  most  accurate  and  precise  way  of  helping  you,  the  bidder, 
know  the  exact  condition  of  the  lots  in  which  you  are  interested.  It  works  like  this:  If  a  coin 
meets  the  minimum  requirements  to  qualify,  for  example,  as  Very  Fine,  that  coin  is  listed  as 
VF-20.  If  it  is  slightly  better  than  the  minimum  standards  it  would  then  be  listed  as  VF-25.  If  it  is 
what  normally  would  be  listed  as  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine,  the  coin  would  be  designated  as 
VF-30.  A  coin  that  is  significantly  better  than  Very  Fine  but  not  fully  up  to  the  standards  for 
Extremely  Fine,  would  be  listed  as  VF-35.

Intermediate  numbers  are  not  used.  However,  on  occasion,  a  plus  (+)  is  used  to  designate  that  a 
given  coin  is  somewhat  better  than  the  listed  quantitative  grade,  but  not  good  enough  to  qualify 
for  the  next  highest  one. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  MAIL  BIDDERS

238.  1851  Unc-60.  Almost  full  original  mint  red.  However,  there  are  several  noticeable 

dark  stains  on  the  obverse,  the  most  prominent  of  which  are  at  about  eight 
o'clock. 

239.  1853,  1 854,  1 855,  1 856.  A  nice  lot  of  four  coins  that  average  EF-40  or  slightly 

better.  None  have  been  cleaned,  but  the  1 853  and  1 855  are  a  bit  dark. 

240.  1 854  Unc-60.  Red  and  brown.  A  very  attractive  type  coin.  One  tiny  dark  spot  in 

obverse  field.  Beautiful  olive  toning  on  the  reverse. 


241.  1857  Unc-60.  Nearly  50%  mint  red  on  the  obverse,  but  only  the  barest  traces  of  red 

on  the  reverse.  A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  obverse  field.  With  only  35,1 80 
minted,  many  of  which  were  melted  when  the  denomination  was  discontinued, 
the  1857  is  easily  the  rarest  regular  issue  half  cent  of  this  type.

242.  1793  Chain,  VF-20.  Struck  on  a  dark  and  very  slightly  porous  planchet,  but  overall 

an  extremely  attractive  example  of  the  first  U.S.  Cent.  The  date  is  very  bold,  as 
is  the  chain,  and  the  fields  are  remarkably  free  of  marks  or  abrasions  of  any  kind. 
Chain  cents  are  many  times  more  rare  in  high  grade  than  Wreaths. 


243.  1793  Wreath,  Vine  and  Bars  Edge,  VF-20.  Glossy  light  brown  color.  No  defects  worth 

mentioning  except  for  one  small  edge  nick  at  about  two  o'clock  and  two  or  three 
very  old  hairline  scratches  behind  the  head.  The  planchet  is  excellent  and  the  coin 
shows  only  the  faintest  evidence  of  handling  marks. 

244.  1 793  Wreath,  Vine  and  Bars  Edge,  Fair-2.  Attractive  color  and  nice  planchet,  but 

most  of  the  detail  is  worn  off.  The  head  of  Liberty  and  the  bottom  parts  of  several 
letters  are  visible  on  the  obverse  as  is  most  of  the  wreath  and  part  of  the  word 
America  on  the  reverse.  The  date,  however,  is  completely  worn  away.  An  accept¬ 
able  filler. 

245.  1793  Liberty  Cap,  VG-8.  Dark  and  porous  planchet,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  Two 

The  date  and  the  word  Liberty  are  very  bold  and  this 
is  certainly  a  respectable  specimen  of  the  rarest  type  of  1 793  cent. 

246.  1793  Liberty  Cap,  Good-6.  Dark  and  porous,  but  still  attractive.  Excellent  centering. 

247.  1794  Head  of  '94,  EF-40.  Dark  brown  color.  Several  patches  of  roughness  on  obverse. 

Very  bold  strike.  Excellent  reverse. 

248.  1795  Lettered  Edge,  VG-10.  Light  brown  planchet  and  excellent  centering.  A  few 

old  marks  on  Liberty's  head. 

249.  1795  Lettered  Edge,  VG-10.  Severe  pitting  in  front  of  face  and  light  pitting  on  other 

parts  of  obverse,  as  well  as  one  small  patch  on  reverse. 

250.  1795  Plain  Edge,  Fine-15.  The  initials  "D.V."  have  been  lightly  carved  into  both 

Liberty's  neck  and  in  the  field  in  front  of  her  face.  There  is  also  a  noticeable 
gouge  in  the  field  below  Liberty's  cap.  Attractive  light  brown  color. 

251.  1796  Liberty  Cap,  Fine-12.  Medium  to  dark  brown  planchet.  Several  very  minor  rim 

nicks.  Weakly  struck  at  ''One  Cent"  on  the  reverse.  Very  attractive  overall  appear¬ 
ance  and  very  sharply  struck  at  both  Liberty  and  at  the  date. 

252.  1796  Draped  Bust,  Good-6.  The  well  known  "Liherty"  error.  Slightly  porous  planchet 

and  several  small  rim  nicks.  There  is  also  a  noticeable  dig  in  the  field  behind  Lib¬ 
erty's  head.  A  very  popular  and  scarce  variety. 
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253.  1 798  Third  Reverse,  Second  Hair,  VF-20.  Glossy  dark  brown  planchet  with  a  few 

light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  A  bit  weakly  struck  at  the  left  obverse  rim. 

254.  1798  Third  Reverse,  Second  Hair,  VG-10;  1801  Fine-12;  1805VF-25  The  1798  has  a 

number  of  handling  marks  in  the  obverse  field.  The  1801  has  two  faint  hairline 
scratches  on  the  obverse  and  there  is  also  some  foreign  substance  adhering  to  the 
reverse.  The  1805  has  numerous  handling  marks  on  the  obverse  and  some  corrosion 
off the  reverse.  3  pieces. 

255.  1 799  VG-8.  The  typical  dark  porous  planchet  usually  seen  for  this  date.  There  are  also 

a  number  of  very  old  scratches  on  the  reverse  that  are  now  largely  concealed  by  the 
toning.  The  1 799  has  long  been  considered  to  be  one  of  the  premier  large  cents  and 
is  a  prize  in  any  condition. 

256.  1800  80  over  79,  EF-45.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  possibly  in  an  attempt  to  remove  the 

considerable  planchet  roughness  on  the  reverse.  Sharp  edge  cut.  A  similar  grade 
coin  (but  without  the  problems)  brought  $1 10  at  our  recent  Long  Beach  Auction. 

257.  1801  Normal  Dies,  VF-20.  Attractive  medium  brown  planchet.  Slightly  soft  strike 

at  upper  reverse.  A  few  faint  old  scratches  on  obverse. 

258.  1 802  Normal  Dies,  VF-30.  Dark  and  porous  planchet  as  well  as  several  areas  of  softness 

in  the  strike. 

259.  1802  Stemless  Wreath,  VF-25.  Attractive  light  brown  color.  Die  break  running  from 

in  front  of  the  face  up  into  the  word  Liberty. 


260.  1803  Small  Date,  Large  Fraction,  EF-45.  Beautiful  glossy  brown  color  with  no  de¬ 

fects  worthy  of  mention.  The  strike,  planchet  and  centering  are  all  excellent,  and 
the  fields  are  remarkably  free  of  handling  marks.  An  excellent  early  American 
copper  coin. 

261.  1803  Large  Date,  Large  Fraction,  VF-25.  A  pronounced  die  break  running  between 

the  8  and  0  in  the  date,  through  the  hair  and  back  to  the  rim.  A  few  light  handling 
marks  on  the  obverse,  but  overall  a  very  attractive  coin.  Light  tan  color  with  a  few 
areas  of  dark  brown. 

262.  1804  Barely  Good-4.  However,  the  wear  is  very  even  and  the  coin  is  certainly  an 

acceptable  filler  of  this  scarce  and  highly  regarded  date. 

263.  1806  Fine-15.  Very  attractive  light  tan  colored  obverse,  but  evidences  of  minor 

corrosion  on  the  reverse. 

264.  1807  Large  Fraction,  Fine-12.

267.  1809  Good-4.  Usual  rough  planchet  and  indistinct  strike.  The  1809  is  the  rarest  date 

of  this  type. 

268.  A  selection  of  16  different  dates  from  1809  to  1853,  including  an  1823  in  Good-6. 

The  rest  grade  from  AG-3  to  VF-20.  Average  is  VG-8.  Some  have  been  cleaned 
and  a  few  show  light  evidences  of  corrosion.

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1810  Good-4;  1812  VF-20,  considerable  signs  of  green  corrosion,  all  the  lettering 
and  design  are  sharp  and  clear.

EXCELLENT  1812  LARGE  CENT 


1812  Unc-60.  Very  bold  strike  and  extremely  attractive  brown  surfaces  with  light 
traces  of  olive  toning.  The  planchet  is  outstanding  and  the  coin  has  only  a  very 
few  keg  marks.  This  beautiful  coin  does  show  a  few  traces  of  friction  on  several 
high  points,  but  in  our  opinion,  this  is  not  wear,  but  rather  the  result  of  having 
resided  in  a  coin  cabinet  for  many  years.

1818  EF-40,  harshly  cleaned  and  spotted;  1819  Small  Date,  VF-20;  1821  VG-8.  Three 
pieces. 

1 820  AU-50.  Actually  very  close  to  Uncirculated,  but  the  coin  has  been  cleaned  and 
does  display  a  few  spots. 

A  lot  of  four  Large  Cents,  including  1829  VF-30,  sharp  strike;  1834  EF-40;  1838 
EF-40,  cleaned;  1840  EF-45,  cleaned. 

1835  Head  of  1836,  EF-40;  1838  EF-40.  Two  pieces. 


1839  Booby  Head,  AU-50.  Beautiful  olive  and  reddish  brown  toning.  A  few  traces  of 
pitting  on  the  obverse  and  one  tiny  nick  on  the  reverse  rim.

The  reverse,  however,  has  toned  a  medium  brown  color  with  traces  of  mint  red  re¬ 
maining  in  the  letters.  A  very  choice  and  desirable  coin. 

297.  1857  Small  Date,  Fine-12;  1857  Large  Date,  VF-25.  Both  coins  are  a  nice  chocolate

1859  Uffc-60.  First  year  of  issue  for  Indian  Head  cents  and  very  popular  with  col¬ 
lectors  as  a  one-year-only  type.  This  piece  is  fully  brilliant  with  beautiful  light 
golden  toning. 

301.  1859  AU-50.  A  trifle  dull,  but  sharply  struck  and  pleasing. 

302.  1861  Unc-65.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  popular  date.  Superb  golden  toning  and 

partially  proof-like  surfaces.  Rarest  date  of  this  type. 

303.  1861,  1862,  1863.  All  three  pieces  grade  AU-50  to  AU-55.  A  nice  lot. 

304.  1862  Proof.  Probably  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning  a  gorgeous  deep  golden 

color.  Very  attractive. 

305.  1864  Bronze,  Unc-65.  Nearly  full  original  mint  red  color.  There  is  one  tiny  shallow 

planchet  depression  near  "T"  of  cent  (as  made). 

306.  1864-L  EF-45.  Deep  brown  color  with  a  few  traces  of  mint  lustre  remaining.  Popular 

and  scarce  variety.  The  "L”  on  the  ribbon  designates,  of  course,  James  B.  Longacre, 
the  designer  of  the  Indian  cent. 

307.  1865  Brilliant  Proof.  A  few  light  hairlines  and  a  small  nick  above  the  Indian's  head¬ 

dress.  There  are  also  a  few  spots  in  the  field.  However,  this  piece  is  unusually 
brilliant  for  a  proof  Indian  cent  and  is  very  attractive. 

308.  1 866  Unc-60.  A  trifle  softly  struck  at  the  lower  right  obverse  rim,  but  this  is  very 

common  for  1 866  cents.  Beautiful  glossy  brown  color  with  hints  of  original  lustre 
in  the  letters. 

309.  1867  Over  Small  '67,  EF-40.  The  67  in  the  date  was  originally  punched  too  high  and 

then  corrected.  The  original  digits,  however,  can  still  be  seen  clearly  protruding 
above  the  date.  This  piece  is  an  attractive  light  brown  color.  It  has  only  a  few 
light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  the  most  prominent  of  which  are  between  the 
date  and  the  bust.

proof  coins,  the  reverse  is  rotated  1 80  degrees. 

31 1.  1868  AU-55.  Just  the  slightest  traces  of  friction  on  the  highest  points.  Lovely  even 

golden  brown  color.  No  handling  marks  or  spots  worth  mentioning. 

312.  1869  Proof.  Mostly  brilliant,  but  splotches  of  dark  toning  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the 

rarest  proof  Indian  cents. 

313.  1869/68  VF-20.  Light  tan  color.  Some  dirt  around  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  A 

scarce  and  seldom  available  variety,  one  that  is  missing  from  many  otherwise 
complete  collections  of  Indian  Head  cents. 

314.  1870  AU-55.  Barely  discernible  signs  of  wear  and  considerable  original  mint  lustre. 

An  interesting  tiny  raised  lump  on  the  Indian's  neck  just  above  the  beads. 

Obtained  by  the  consignor  as  ''Choice  Uncirculated". 

315.  1871  AU-50.  A  few  light  hairlines  in  the  field.  Lovely  lilac  toning  around  the  edges. 

Very  sharply  struck.

1955  Double  Die,  AU-50.  Cleaned  and  spotted.  Just  beginning  to  tone.  A  few  marks 
in  the  field.  Scarce  and  desirable.

351.  1864  Small  Motto,  Unc-60.  Red  and  brown.  Sharply  struck  with  full  shield  lines.  A 

few  small  cuts  at  upper  obverse  rim.  There  are  also  a  number  of  hairline  die  cracks 
on  the  reverse.  The  1864  small  motto  is  easily  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  regu¬ 
larly  issued  2d  piece. 

352.  1864  Large  Motto,  Brilliant  Proof.  Full  original  color  and  highly  reflective  surfaces, 

particularly  on  the  reverse.  There  are  a  few  small  spots  and  a  number  of  minute 
planchet  imperfections.  This  is  a  very  underrated  coin  since  probably  no  more  than 
1 50  proofs  were  struck,  making  this  three  or  four  times  as  rare  as  the  much  higher 
priced  1873. 

353.  1869/8  Good-4.  Very  clear  overdate  even  on  this  well  worn  specimen.  Characteristic 

die  break  running  from  "1 "  of  date  to  the  rim. 

354.  1870  Unc-60.  Cleaned  to  a  very  bright,  unnatural  color.  Small  carbon  spot  below  "1” 

in  date.  A  few  light  handling  marks. 


355.  1873  Closed  3,  Original,  Proof.  Beautiful  multi-colored  iridescent  toning.  Three  barely 

noticeable  obverse  spots.  Popular  last  year  of  issue  of  this  short-lived  series.  Struck 
only  in  proof  with  an  estimated  600  originals  minted,  and  an  additional  500  or  so 
restrikes.

356.  1865  Unc-65.  Very  well  struck  and  unusually  lustrous.  Delicate  golden  toning.  Notice¬ 

able  clash  marks  on  the  reverse.

358.  1877  Proof.  Light  toning.  A  few  "fly  specks"  on  obverse  and  reverse.  A  proof-only  date 

with  an  estimated  900  to  1000  pieces  struck.  Very  popular  and  desirable.

366.  1867  No  Rays,  Unc-65+.  Full  original  mint  brilliance  with  just  faint  traces  of  attract¬ 

ive  toning.

368.  1870  Proof.  Pale  blue  and  gold  toning. 

369.  1871  Proof.  Lightly  toned  with  a  few  microscopic  spots.  One  of  the  scarcest  dates  in 

the  series.  Only  561 ,000  minted  including  an  estimated  1000  or  so  proofs. 

370.  1873  Closed  3,  Proof.  Very  light  toning  and  a  few  faint  obverse  spots. 

371.  1873  Closed  3,  Unc-60.  Full  mint  lustre.  A  few  light  handling  marks. 

372.  1875  Proof.  Light  golden  toning.  A  number  of  faint  spots  in  the  shield.  One  of  the 

key  dates  in  the  series. 

373.  1875  Proof.  Considerably  nicer  than  the  last.  Light  blueish  golden  toning.  A  few  very 

tiny  obverse  spots.  An  excellent  example  of  this  scarce  date. 

374.  1876  Proof.  Completely  free  of  spots  or  other  defects.  Lovely  golden  toning. 

RARE  1877  SHIELD  NICKEL 


375.  1877  Proof.  Very  attractive  golden  toning.  No  carbon  spots  or  other  impairments.  A 

few  very  tiny  planchet  imperfections.  The  1877  is  a  proof-only  date  and  probably 
no  more  than  900  to  950  pieces  were  struck.  Many  we  have  seen  are  severely 
spotted  or  hairlined,  but  this  piece  is  distinctly  above  average. 

376.  1 878  Proof.  Superb  gold,  blue  and  violet  toning.  An  extremely  attractive  example 

of  this  scarce  proof-only  date.  An  estimated  2350  were  struck. 

377.  1883  Shield;  1883  Liberty  Head,  With  Cents.  Both  Unc-65.  Two  pieces. 
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Liberty  Head  Nickels 

378.  1883  No  Cents,  Unc-65.  Light  toning. 

379.  1883  No  Cents,  Unc-60.  Two  pieces,  both  lightly  toned.  One  has  a  tiny  area  of  cor¬ 

rosion  near  lower  reverse  rim. 

380.  1883  No  Cents,  Unc-60.  Three  pieces. 

381.  1883  No  Cents,  Three  pieces,  All  AU-55. 

382.  1883  No  Cents,  Three  pieces,  All  AU-50  to  AU-55;  1 883  With  Cents,  AU-50.  Four 

pieces  total. 


383.  1885  Proof.  Attractive  blue  and  gold  toning  on  the  reverse,  lighter  toning  on  the  ob¬ 

verse  with  some  minor  spotting.  The  key  date  in  the  Liberty  Head  nickel  series. 

384.  1885  AU-50.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning  a  light  blueish  gold  color.  A  few 

faint  handling  marks  on  the  face  and  in  the  field.  Seldom  seen  in  this  grade  since 
most  1885's  are  either  well  worn  (very  good  or  less)  or  they  are  strictly  uncirc¬ 
ulated  or  proof. 

385.  1886  Proof.  Small  planchet  defect  in  hair.  A  few  light  spots.  Beautiful  green,  yellow 

and  blue  toning.  The  second  most  desirable  proof  in  the  series.

388.  1899  Unc-60.  Medium  blue  and  gold  toning.  Excellent  surfaces  with  no  spots. 

389.  1900  Unc-65.  Boldly  struck.  Light  reddish  brown  toning.  Immaculate  fields. 

390.  1900  Unc-65.  Iridescent  blue  toning  with  tinges  of  gold  around  the  rim.  A  beautiful 

coin. 

391.  1900  Unc-65.  Choice. 

392.  1900  Unc-60.  Light  blue  and  gold  toning.  A  few  faint  handling  marks  in  the  field,  the 

most  noticeable  being  above  the  first  ”0"  in  the  date.

394.  1905  Unc-60.  A  few  small  obverse  spots  near  the  rim. 

395.  1906  Unc-60.  Beautiful  blue  and  gold  toning.  A  few  light  handling  marks  on  Liberty's 

neck. 

396.  1910  Proof.  Very  unusual  toning,  particularly  on  the  obverse  where  one  half  is  toned  a 

greenish  yellow  color  and  the  other  half  is  a  pale  blue  with  traces  of  gold.

398.  1912  Unc-65.  Typical  soft  strike  for  the  year.  Attractive  multi-colored  toning. 

399.  1912  Unc-60.  A  few  light  handling  marks,  but  distinctly  better  than  average  strike. 
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400. 


191 2-D  Unc-60.  Usual  soft  strike.  Dull  gray  and  gold  toning.  A  few  light  handling 
marks  on  Liberty  s  face  that  are  visible  only  when  the  coin  is  held  at  the  proper 
angle.  Very  popular  since  this  is  one  of  only  two  mint  marked  Liberty  Head 
nickels  and  the  first  nickel  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint. 


401.  1912-S  Unc-60.  Even  softer  strike  than  usual  on  the  obverse,  but  the  reverse  is  quite 

sharp.  The  mint  mark  is  particularly  bold  and  well  defined.  Toned  a  very  dull  gray 
color.  The  first  nickel  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  the  1912-S  is  one  of  the 
most  popular  nickels  issued  from  1866  to  date.  It  is  also  the  lowest  mintage  nickel 
issued  for  regular  circulation  with  just  238,000  struck.

402.  1913  Type  I,  Matte-Proof.  A  virtually  perfect  example  of  this  scarce  coin.  Very  uni¬ 

form  golden  toning.  Unusually  attractive  for  a  matte-proof.  3,034  matte-proofs 
minted  in  1913. 

403.  1913-D  Type  II,  Unc-60.  A  bit  softly  struck,  both  on  the  Indian's  hair  braid  and  the 

buffalo's  shoulder.  Streaky  golden  toning.  A  scarce  date. 

404.  1914-D  Unc-60.  Small  abrasion  on  buffalo's  leg.  Reddish  gold  toning.  Another  very 

scarce  date. 

405.  1914-S  Unc-65.  Very  bold  strike.  Exceptionally  lustrous  and  very  attractive  golden 

toning.  As  nice  as  is  generally  available. 

406.  191 5-D  Unc-60.  Very  lustrous.  Attractive  reddish  gold  toning. 

407.  1916-S  Unc-60.  Similar  to  a  matte-proof  in  appearance,  although  softly  struck  on 

the  Indian's  braid  and  on  the  buffalo's  shoulder.  Iridescent  blue  and  gold  toning. 

408.  191 7-S  Unc-60.  Scarce  in  this  grade. 

409.  1918-D  AU-55.  Softly  struck,  as  is  common  with  many  Buffalo  nickel  dates  in  the 

late  teens  and  early  twenties.  A  few  small  spots  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

RARE  1918/1 7-D  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


410.  1918/17-D  EF-45  or  perhaps  a  bit  better.  Apparently  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now 

acquiring  an  attractive  light  toning.  The  1918/17-D  Buffalo  nickel  is  the  rarest  of 
all  U.S.  nickels,  particularly  in  high  grade.  Strictly  uncirculated  examples  have 
brought  as  much  as  $7900  in  recent  months.  This  attractive  com  is  a  worthwhile 
alternative  for  the  person  who  cannot  afford  such  a  sum  and  yet  who  needs  a  high 
grade  overdate  nickel  for  his  Buffalo  nickel  set.

A 
beautiful  coin  with  light  golden  toning.  Very  sharply  struck. 

1925-D  Unc-60.  Better  than  Average  strike.  Tiny  planchet  imperfection  on  buffalo's 
rear  leg.  Light  toning.  One  of  the  many  rare  mint  marked  Buffalo  nickels. 

1931-S  Unc-65.  Very  brilliant  and  sharply  struck.  Two  small  carbon  spots  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  Popular  low  mintage  date  with  only  1 ,200,000  issued. 

1931-S  Unc-60. 

1936,  Proof.  Light  gray  toning  with  a  few  golden  highlights.  A  couple  of  small  spots 
on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

1937  Proof.  Deep  green  and  blue  toning.  A  number  of  dark  spots  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse.  Extraordinary  strike,  even  for  a  proof,  with  deeply  reflective  surfaces. 


1937-D  Three  Legged,  Unc-60.  A  bit  softly  struck,  particularly  on  the  buffalo  on  the 
reverse.  Light  reddish  golden  toning.  One  of  the  most  popular  dates  in  this  under¬ 
valued  series. 

1937- D  Three  Legged,  VG-8.  A  few  light  handling  marks  on  the  Indian's  face. 

1938- D/S  Unc-65;  1942-S  Unc-65;  1951  Proof.  Three  pieces. 

1942-P  Type  II,  Proof.  One  small  tarnish  spot  (not  corrosion)  on  obverse  rim.  A  few 
dark  spots  on  the  edge  from  being  in  an  album.  Light  violet  and  gold  toning.

One  small  spot  on  the  obverse 

and  two  on  the  reverse.  Numerous  small  die  breaks  in  and  around  date  and  evidence 
of  clash  marks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.

1863-S  Unc-60.  Very  sharply  struck  with  lovely,  light  golden  toning.  Very  desirable 
in  this  condition  because,  like  most  San  Francisco  Mint  coins  of  this  period,  the 
1863-S  half  dime  is  generally  available  only  in  low  grades  and  is  seldom  available 
above  fine.  Very  scarce. 

1867  Proof.  A  few  small  spots  in  obverse  field. 

1872-S  Mint  Mark  Inside  Wreath,  AU-55.  Light  golden  toning  around  the  periphery. 
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447.  1872-S  Mint  Mark  Below  Wreath,  Unc-60.  Lustrous  and  pleasing.  Just  beginning  to  tona 

448.  1873-S  Unc-60.  Slightly  weak  strike  and  delicate  golden  toning.

449.  1796  AU-50.  Very  sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Beautiful  blue-green  toning 

around  the  periphery.  Excellent  surfaces.  One  small  pin  scratch  running  from  the 
uppermost  curl  above  the  forehead  down  to  the  shoulder.  Very  popular  first  year 
of  issue  and  an  extremely  popular  type  coin.  Only  22,135  minted. 


450.  1800  VF-30.  Medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  A  few  faint  old  handling  marks  in  the 

field  are  now  effectively  concealed  by  the  toning.  As  is  the  case  with  most  dimes  of 
this  type,  the  1800  is  quite  scarce  in  all  grades  above  fine.  This  coin  is  very  attractive 
overall  and  is  sharp  enough  to  have  been  obtained  by  the  consignor  as  "choice  EF". 


451 .  1803  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Softly  struck  in  the  center  on  the  obverse. 

Numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the  field  and  on  the  bust.  The  reverse  ex¬ 
hibits  a  number  of  die  breaks,  particularly  noticeable  on  the  eagle  s  right  wing,  the 
letters  on  the  right  side,  and  the  shield.  One  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  scarce 
date  that  we  have  seen. 


452.  1805  4  Berries,  AU-50.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  possibly  with  baking  soda,  removing 

most  of  the  natural  mint  lustre.  There  are  also  a  few  dark  streaks  in  the  planchet 
on  the  left  obverse  (as  made).  One  tiny  scratch  in  the  hair  above  the  ear,  and  a  few 
light  handling  marks  on  the  neck.  Very  sharply  struck  and  attractive  despite  tie 
cleaning.  A  slightly  better  coin  just  realized  $1300  at  our  Long  Beach  Auction,  his 
one  should  bring  close  to  $1000.

1807  VF-25.  Light  golden  toning.  A  few  traces  of  roughness  on  the  reverse.  Softly 
struck  around  borders,  particularly  on  the  reverse,  but  this  is  very  common  for 
the  date.  Much  more  sharply  struck  in  the  centers  than  usual.  An  attractive  type 
coin. 

1811/9  EF-45.  Clear  overdate.  Better  than  average  strike.  Attractive  toning. 


1822  VF-20.  Deep  green  and  gold  toning.  Very  attractive  unmarked  surfaces.  One 
tiny  edge  nick  above  the  "F"  in  OF  on  reverse.  The  1 822  is  a  very  underrated  date. 
Although  the  mint  record  states  that  100,000  were  minted,  it  is  quite  likely  that 
most  of  this  mintage  was  dated  1821.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades  above  fine. 

1822  AG-3.  Another  example  of  this  scarce  and  undervalued  date. 

1835  EF-45.  Harshly  cleaned  and  artificially  toned. 


1837  No  Stars,  Small  Date,  Unc-60.  Very  bold  strike;  beautiful  deep  golden  brown 
toning.  There  is  one  tiny  die  break  on  the  reverse  running  from  the  rim  between 
"E"  and  "D"  in  United  to  the  "O"  in  One.  A  few  very  light  handling  marks  in  the 
field,  the  most  noticeable  just  to  the  left  of  Liberty's  arm.  Rare  and  in  great 
demand  as  a  type  coin. 

1837  No  Stars,  Small  Date,  AU-50.  Tiny  cut  on  obverse.  Dark  spotty  toning  on  re¬ 
verse. 

1837  No  Stars,  Large  Date,  Good-4.  Well  worn,  but  no  noticeable  defects.  Scarce. 

1838-0  No  Stars,  Good-6.  The  rarest  date  of  this  type,  much  more  so  than  either 
of  the  varieties  of  1837. 

1844  VF-30.  Commonly  called  the  "Orphan  Annie"  dime.  Spotted  toning  on  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse. 

1 845-0  Fine-1 2.  A  nice  example  of  this  scarce  coin.  The  1 845-0  dime  is  virtually  un¬ 
obtainable  in  full  mint  state  and  is  only  rarely  available  above  fine. 

1849-0  EF-40.  Two  or  three  small  cuts  on  obverse  do  not  significantly  detract  from 
this  coin's  desirability.  Lightly  burnished.  A  very  scarce  date,  particularly  in  this 
grade. 
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467.  1858-S  £U-50.  Cl@ari6d  at  one  time,  probably  in  an  attempt  to  remove  the  dark  toning 

on  the  obverse.  The  cleaning  was  not  too  detrimental,  however,  and  there  is  still 
considerable  mint  lustre.  There  are  a  number  of  handling  marks  and  a  few  small 
digs  in  the  field  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  but  the  coin  is  extremely  well 
struck  and  exhibits  a  partial  wire  rim.  The  head,  hand  and  foot  of  Liberty  are 
very  bold.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  the  1858-S  dime  is  unknown  in  strictly 
uncirculated  conditon  and  therefore  this  could  be  one  of  the  finest  known.  From 
the  standpoint  of  strike  and  wear  it  is  certainly  equal  to  the  best  that  we  have  seen.

471.  1865-S  VF-20,  weakly  struck,  harshly  cleaned  with  rough  surfaces;  1869-S  VF-30. 

Two  pieces.

689.  1798  Small  Eagle  Reverse,  13  Stars,  Fine-15.  Gray  and  greenish  gold  toning.  A  few 

parallel  scratches  on  Liberty's  neck  and  bust.  Tiny  nick  in  obverse  field  in  front 
of  the  face.  The  scarcest  date  of  the  popular  small  eagle  type. 
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690.  1798  Heraldic  Eagle,  Wide  Date,  Ten  Arrows,  AU-50.  Very  little  wear,  but  the  coin 

has  been  cleaned  removing  much  of  the  mint  lustre.  A  few  handling  marks  on  the 
head  and  one  tiny  planchet  depression  between  the  hair  and  "I"  in  Liberty.  Several 
dark  planchet  streaks  on  the  reverse  as  well  as  an  irregularity  in  the  denticles  above 
"TES”  in  States.

757.  1894  Unc-65.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty.  Totally  insignificant  bagmarks.  The  second 

rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  Morgan  dollar  with  just  1 10,972  struck.  Highly  desirable. 

758.  1894-0  Unc-65.  Light  golden  toning.  Nearly  flawless  surfaces,  but  the  coin  is  weakly 

struck  over  the  ear  and  on  the  eagle's  breast  (almost  standard  for  this  date). 

With  the  strike  a  bit  stronger,  this  beautiful  coin  would  have  considerable  claim 
to  being  Unc-70. 

759.  1894-S  Unc-60.  Beautiful  pale  toning.  Numerous  but  very  light  bagmarks  on  the 

obverse.  Except  for  a  few  small  marks  on  the  eagle's  breast,  the  reverse  is 
exceptional.

831.  1936  Delaware,  Unc-60.  Attractive  light  toning  with  a  few  darker  spots  on  the  reverse. 

Usual  bagmarks  on  the  sails. 

832.  1892  Columbian  Exposition,  two  pieces,  AU-50  and  Unc-60  with  attractive  toning; 

1893  Columbian  Expostion,  two  pieces,  one  AU-50,  harshly  cleaned,  and  one 
Unc-60,  attractively  toned.  Four  pieces  in  all. 

833.  1925  Stone  Mountain,  Unc-60,  light  golden  toning;  1925  Lexington,  Unc-65,  beautiful 

golden  toning;  1925  Norse  medal,  thick,  Unc-65,  attractive  toning.  Three  pieces. 

834.  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  Unc-60.  Typical  softness  on  eagle  and  on  the 

figure  on  the  obverse.  Undoubtedly  dipped  at  one  time,  but  still  attractive  and 
desirable. 

835.  1920  Pilgrim  Tercentenary.  Three  pieces,  all  grading  Unc-65.  Attractive  toning. 

836.  1936-S  and  1936-D  Rhode  Island,  Unc-60.  Light  toning.  The  1936-D  has  two  dark 

tarnish  spots  on  the  obverse,  and  the  1936-S  has  one  small  reverse  rim  nick. 

An  attractive  pair. 

837.  1926  Sesquicentennial.  Lot  of  four  pieces  grading  AU-50  to  AU-55.  All  have  been 

cleaned,  probably  in  an  attempt  to  remove  considerable  heavy  tarnish.  One 
piece  has  fairly  severe  bagmarks  on  the  face. 

838.  Type  set  of  U.S.  commemorative  half  dollars.  48  pieces,  no  Isabella  quarter  or 

Lafayette  dollar.  Most  of  the  coins  in  the  set  grade  Unc-60,  including  the 
Hawaii,  Hudson,  and  Old  Spanish  Trail.  There  are  also  a  few  that  grade  Unc-65. 
The  Pan-Pacific  is  EF-40;  the  Alabama  2x2  grades  AU-50;  the  Columbian 
Exposition  is  AU-50;  the  Grant  Memorial  (No  Star)  is  AU-55.  The  set  is 
housed  in  two  Meghrig  holders.

U.S.  Gold  Dollars 


839.  1849  Small  Head  with  "L",  Unc-60.  Bolder  than  usual  strike.  A  few  light  handling 

marks  in  the  field.  This  variety  is  much  more  scarce  than  the  large  head  variety 
and  should  really  be  listed  in  the  standard  references. 

840.  1849-C  VF-20.  Usual  soft  strike  on  the  obverse  and  a  few  small  nicks  in  the  field. 

This  is  the  rarest  C  Mint  gold  dollar,  but  has  long  been  underrated. 

841.  1849-D  EF-45.  Very  bold  strike  and  excellent  planchet.  However,  the  coin  has  been 

cleaned.  The  1849-D  is  the  most  common  gold  dollar  from  this  popular  mint  and 
yet  only  21 ,588  were  minted. 

842  1849-D  EF-40.  Slightly  bent.  Very  lustrous  surfaces  that  accentuate  the  few  handling 

marks. 

843.  1849-0  Open  Wreath,  AU-50.  Very  attractive  deep  golden  color.  Excellent  strike 

and  clean  surfaces. 

844.  1850-D  VF-25.  Nice  even  overall  wear  and  distinctly  better  than  average  planchet. 

Remarkably  clear  fields,  despite  the  considerable  wear.  Deep  golden  toning.  A 
very  scarce  date  with  only  8,382  minted. 

845.  1851  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre,  but  unfortunately  someone  has  lightly 

scratched  "1868”  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  face. 

846.  1 851  -C  EF-40.  Three  obverse  rim  nicks  and  a  few  small  scrapes  on  Liberty's  face. 

Two  faint  old  scratches  near  the  rim  on  the  reverse.  Much  better  than  it  sounds 
and  still  highly  desirable  since  the  planchet  is  excellent  and  the  strike  is  unusually 
sharp. 


847.  1851-D  AU-55.  Brilliant  original  mint  lustre.  Several  noticeable  marks  on  the  obverse 

and  a  few  light  handling  marks  inside  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Very  scarce  in 
this  top  condition  as  are  all  "D"  mint  gold  dollars.  Only  9882  struck. 

848.  1851-0  EF-40.  Usual  soft  strike  around  the  obverse  denticles.  Light  toning. 
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849.  1852  AU-55.  Almost  full  original  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  on  the 

head.  A  few  light  marks  in  the  field. 

850.  1852  AU-50.  Small  obverse  bagmark  at  nine  o'clock  and  one  tiny  rim  nick  at  two 

o'clock.  Almost  full  mint  lustre. 

851 .  1 852-C  VF-35.  Softly  struck  on  the  hair  as  is  usually  the  case  with  this  very  scarce  date 

A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  The  1 852-C,  like  most  Charlotte  Mint 
gold  coins,  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  high  grade,  and  this  coin  is  about  average 
or  perhaps  a  little  bit  better  than  most  of  those  available. 

852.  1853  Unc-60.  Bold  strike  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  This  is  the  commonest  date 

gold  dollar,  but  is  still  highly  desirable  in  this  condition. 

853.  1853  AU-55.  Light  toning.  One  small  nick  near  the  "1 "  in  "1  dollar”  on  the  reverse. 

854.  1853  AU-55.  Very  sharp  strike.  A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field  and  some 

dirt  in  the  reverse  denticles  and  in  the  wreath. 

855.  1853-C  VF-20.  Typical  strike  for  the  Charlotte  Mint.  There  are  also  several  planchet 

irregularities  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  rim,  as  well  as  a  few  cuts  and 
scrapes  on  the  head  of  Liberty.  Only  1 1 ,51 5  were  minted  and  so  this  is  a  very 
scarce  coin,  even  in  this  condition. 

856.  1853-0  AU-50.  Nice  even  strike  and  light  attractive  toning.  A  very  small  abrasion 

in  the  field  below  the  bust. 

857.  1854-S  EF-40.  The  usual  complement  of  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Partially 

proof-like  surfaces  and  considerable  mint  lustre.  Very  popular  as  the  first 
San  Francisco  Mint  gold  dollar  and  therefore  the  only  Type  I  gold  dollar  from 
this  mint.  In  great  demand  in  high  grades  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
choice  uncirculated  example  in  our  Long  Beach  Sale  brought  $1025! 

858.  1855  Type  II,  EF-40  or  a  trifle  better.  A  generally  sharp  strike  despite  the  typical 

weakness  in  the  first  ”L”of  Dollar  and  ”8”  of  the  date.  There  are  also  clash 
marks  on  the  reverse  which  are  almost  standard  on  Type  II  gold  dollars. 

Unusually  clean,  unmarked  surfaces. 

859.  1855  Type  II,  VF-20.  Cleaned  at  one  time  removing  most  of  the  mint  lustre.  A 

number  of  small  dents  on  the  obverse  rim  and  one  or  two  on  the  reverse  rim 
as  well.  Several  light  marks  in  the  obverse  field.  Unfortunately,  the 
description  makes  this  coin  sound  much  worse  than  it  really  is. 


860.  1855-0  Type  II,  EF-45.  A  sharply  struck,  lustrous  example  of  this  scarce  coin  (only 

55,000  minted).  However,  there  are  a  number  of  noticeable  planchet  irregularities 
on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  rims,  as  well  as  on  Liberty's  cheek.  Very  under¬ 
valued  compared  to  other  Type  1 1  gold  dollars. 

861.  1855-0  Type  II,  EF-40.  More  wear  than  the  preceding  lot  but  with  none  of  the 

planchet  irregularities.  There  are  two  noticeable  rim  nicks,  however.  Surfaces  are 
very  free  of  handling  marks. 

862.  1856-S  Type  II,  EF-45.  The  so-called  "double  S”  variety  with  the  first  S  punched 

high  and  to  the  right  and  only  partially  effaced.  (This  variety  is  not  nearly 
as  scarce  as  many  cataloguers  claim  it  to  be  and  in  fact,  I  would  estimate  that 
nearly  as  many  exist  with  the  double  mint  mark  as  without  it.)  Small  depression 
and  planchet  irregularities  in  front  of  forehead  and  below  the  T  in  States. 

There  is  also  one  small  nick  in  the  field  near  the  '1  in  1  dollar  .  Nearly  full 
original  mint  lustre.  Only  24,000  minted. 

863.  1857  EF-45.  Light  golden  toning. 
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864.  1857-C  EF-45.  Above  average  planchet  for  this  date  which,  along  with  the  1859-C, 

generally  comes  very  poor.  Considerable  original  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  very 
faint  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Overall  this  is  a  very  attractive  coin  and  the 
1857-C  is  seldom  available  better  than  this  one. 


865.  1859  Unc-60.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  very  bold  strike.  Interesting  clash  marks  on 

both  obverse  and  reverse.  In  fact,  the  word  "Liberty”  can  be  clearly  seen  in  an 
arc  around  the  9  in  the  date.  Slight  weakness  in  the  strike  around  the  denticles  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  A  very  interesting  coin! 

866.  1860-S  VF-20.  Bent.  Scarce  date  with  only  13,000  minted. 

867.  1861  EF-45.  A  few  light  handling  marks  and  one  small  abrasion  between  the  "A" 

and  "T"  in  States.  Considerable  mint  lustre. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


868.  1861-D  EF-45.  Very  sharply  struck  with  excellent  unmarked  surfaces  and  traces  of 

original  mint  lustre.  The  "U"  in  United  is  weak  as  it  is  on  all  known  specimens. 
This  great  rarity  was  struck  by  the  Confederacy  and  therefore  the  exact  number 
minted  is  unknown.  However,  the  1861-D  is  at  least  as  rare,  and  probably 
somewhat  rarer,  than  the  other  three  rare  "D"  mint  gold  dollars,  namely  the 
1855-D,  the  1856-D,  and  the  1860-D.  Since  these  three  dates  have  mintages  of 
181 1,  1460  and  1566  respectively,  it  is  likely  that  the  mintage  of  the  1861-D 
is  somewhere  between  1000  and  1500.  More  important  than  mintage,  however, 
is  the  number  still  remaining,  and  we  would  estimate  that  no  more  than  20-25 
specimens  exist  today.  Without  a  doubt,  the  1861-D  gold  dollar  is  the  most 
desirable  coin  struck  at  the  popular  Dahlonega  Mint,  and  this  attractive  example 
should  bring  a  bid  close  to  five  figures. 


869.  1862  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning.  Clash  marks  on  the  obverse,  most  noticeable 

above  the  Indian's  headdress.  One  small  edge  nick  above  the  "A"  in  States. 

870.  1862  AU-50.  A  bit  dull.  Two  olo  hairline  scratches  in  the  obverse  field.  Bold  strike. 

871.  1864  AU-55.  Excellent  strike  and  partially  proof-like  surfaces.  Beautiful  natural 

golden  toning.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  away  from  uncirculated  and  in 
fact,  the  consignor  purchased  it  as  such.  The  1864,  with  only  5,950  minted,  is 
one  of  the  three  scarcest  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollars  and  is  seldom  encountered 
in  any  grade.  This  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  that  we  have  handled. 
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872.  1870-S  Unc-60.  Proof-like  surfaces  that  accentuate  the  few  light  hairlines  and  equally 

insignificant  handling  marks.  One  of  the  best  that  we  have  seen  of  this  highly 
coveted  date.  (Most  are  well  worn  or  damaged.)  Much  more  scarce  than  many 
other  gold  dollars  with  comparable  low  mintages.  With  the  tremendous  interest 
in  gold  dollars  today,  this  choice  coin  should  bring  between  $2000  and  $2500. 


873.  1871  Unc-60+.  Beautiful  green,  gold,  and  copper  toning.  Usual  soft  strike  on  hair 

above  Liberty's  forehead,  as  well  as  on  the  word  ''Dollar''  and  the  date. 
Considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  This  coin  is  beautiful  and  is  certainly  one 
of  the  choicest  ones  remaining  from  the  mere  3,930  originally  struck. 

874.  1872  EF-45,  Proof-like.  A  few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields.  A  very  scarce  and 

underrated  date.  Considerably  less  often  seen  than  the  1871  which  has  only 
a  slightly  greater  mintage. 

875.  1873  Open  3,  Unc-60  or  a  bit  better.  Beautiful  original  golden  color  and  only  a 

very  few  faint  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  The  "L”  in  Liberty  is  sharp,  but  the 
other  letters  are  faint  or  not  visible  at  all.  There  is  a  raised  die  scratch  running 
from  the  earlobe  to  the  truncation  of  the  bust.  A  very  attractive  coin. 

876.  1873  Open  3,  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  A  few  tiny  rim  nicks  as  well  as  a 

few  faint  handling  marks. 

877.  1874  EF-40.  Cleaned  at  one  time.  There  are  also  a  number  of  light  scratches  near 

the  reverse  rim  as  well  as  one  noticeable  one  near  the  "T"  in  United  on  the  obverse. 

878.  1877  AU-50,  Proof-like.  A  number  of  handling  marks  in  the  field,  several  of  them 

more  severe  than  usual.  One  small  nick  on  reverse  rim.  A  very  scarce  date  with 
only  3,020  struck. 


879.  1881  Unc-65+.  Beautiful  color  and  nearly  flawless  surfaces.  Very  scarce. 

880.  1883  Unc-65.  Typical  weakness  in  the  denticles.  Immaculate  surfaces  and  beautiful 

color. 

881.  1883  Unc-65.  Not  quite  as  lustrous  as  preceding,  but  equally  choice  and  desirable. 

882.  1884  Unc-65+.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  scarce  date.  Interesting  clash  marks 

on  the  reverse.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beautiful  golden  color. 

883.  1885  Unc-65.  Full  proof-like  surfaces.  An  exceptional  coin  that  could  hardly  be 

improved  upon. 

884.  1885  Unc-65.  Fully  proof-like.  Another  superb  example  of  this  scarce  date. 

885.  1888  Unc-65.  Frosty  and  choice.  Immaculate  surfaces. 
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886.  1889  Unc-65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Two  or  three  microscopic  handling  marks  on  the 

reverse  and  two  small  black  spots  near  the  reverse  rim.  A  very  attractive  example 
of  the  last  year  of  issue. 

887.  1889  AU-55.  Dipped  at  one  time,  removing  some  of  the  natural  lustre.  Relatively 

few  handling  marks. 


U.S.  Quarter  Eagles 

RARE  1830  QUARTER  EAGLE 


888.  1830  AU-50.  Nearly  full  original  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  on  the 

eagle's  wing  tips  and  on  the  head  of  Liberty.  (We  have  certainly  seen  worse 
called  uncirculated.)  This  scarce  type  has  long  been  undervalued  and  only  now 
are  high  grade  specimens  being  appreciated  as  the  truly  rare  coins  they  have 
always  been.  In  recent  months  we  have  seen  several  uncirculated  examples 
priced  well  in  excess  of  $5000  and  so  we  feel  that  this  attractive  coin  should 
bring  somewhere  in  the  $3000  range. 

RARE  1833  QUARTER  EAGLE 


889.  1833  EF-45.  A  few  light  handling  marks  on  the  face  and  in  the  field.  Attractive 

light  toning  with  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  still  remaining.  A  mere  4,160 
minted,  few  of  which  survive  today.  Early  quarter  eagles  prior  to  1834  are  very 
underrated. 

890.  1834  No  Motto,  AU-50.  Boldly  struck.  A  few  faint  handling  marks  in  obverse  field. 

Small  speck  of  dirt  on  the  reverse  rim  between  "U"  and  "N”  in  United. 


891 .  1835  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  distinctly  better  than  average  strike. 

The  stars  on  the  obverse  are  all  razor  sharp  and  the  entire  eagle  on  the  reverse 
stands  out  in  bold  relief.  Hints  of  a  proof-like  surface  in  and  around  the 
letters.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  popular  Classic  Head  type,  and  a 
coin  that  most  would  glowingly  call  "choice”  or  even  "gem". 

892.  1836  Fine-1 5.  Obviously  well  worn,  but  the  wear  is  even  and  the  coin  has  no  nicks, 

scratches  or  other  serious  defects.  Attractive  despite  the  substantial  wear. 
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893. 


1840-0  VF-25.  Softly  struck  both  on  the  hair  around  Liberty's  face  and  on  the 
eagle  s  legs.  Small  planchet  lamination  between  eagle’s  wing  tip  and  "A"  in 
America.  Only  33,580  were  minted,  but  this  date  is  even  more  scarce  than  the 
mintage  would  indicate. 


894.  1843-0  Small  Date,  Unc-60.  Typical  soft  strike  but  beautiful  color  and  excellent 

surfaces.  Not  particularly  rare  as  a  date  but  really  quite  scarce  in  this  grade. 

895.  1843-0  Small  Date,  VF-30.  Dull  toning.  Some  dirt  in  the  eagle's  wings. 

896.  1852  Unc-60.  Very  bold  strike  giving  the  coin  a  high  wire  rim.  A  few  light  handling 

marks  in  the  field  and  on  the  face.  Full  mint  lustre. 

897.  1857  AU-55.  Weakly  struck  on  the  eagle's  leg  and  on  the  wing  tips.  One  small 

spot  to  the  right  of  the  eagle's  head  and  a  few  faint  planchet  marks  on  the 
hair  above  Liberty's  eyebrow.  Deep  golden  color. 


898.  1862-S  AU-50.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces  which  accentuate  the  relatively 

light  handling  marks.  There  is  one  fairly  noticeable  mark,  however,  on  Liberty's 
cheek.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and  is  quite  attractive  overall.  Only  8,000 
were  minted  of  this  scarce  date  and  when  available,  the  typical  specimen  grades 
VF  or  less.  This  is  the  highest  grade  1862-S  that  we  can  recall  seeing  and  we 
would  not  be  surprised  to  see  it  bring  a  four  figure  price.  Rare! 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1875  QUARTER  EAGLE 


899.  1875  EF-40.  Relatively  few  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Attractive  orange  toning 

and  substantial  traces  of  the  original  proof-like  surface  in  the  letters  and  devices. 
With  only  420  minted,  including  20  proofs,  the  1875  quarter  eagle  has  one  of 
the  lowest  mintages  of  any  U.S.  gold  coin.  In  the  quarter  eagle  series,  its 
mintage  is  less  than  the  1 796  With  Stars  and  the  1 797,  and  is  higher  than  only 
three  dates,  1841,  1854-S,  and  1863,  two  of  which  are  proof-only  dates.  The 
1875  is  seldom  available  and  we  would  estimate  that  perhaps  20  or  less  still 
exist  today.  Worth  in  the  three  to  four  thousand  dollar  range. 


900.  1878  AU-55.  The  usual  complement  of  light  handling  marks,  but  full  original 

mint  lustre. 
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901.  1895  Unc-65.  One  of  the  many  low  mintage  and  undervalued  dates  in  the  Liberty 

Head  quarter  eagle  series.  A  mere  6,1 19  minted.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  business 
strikes  could  surpass  this  beauty.  The  toning  and  color  are  particularly  beautiful 
and  the  surfaces  are  immaculate. 

902.  1902  Unc-60.  Deep  gold  color.  Fully  frosty  and  choice. 

903.  1904  Unc-65.  Beautiful  light  toning.  A  few  copper  stains  that  do  not  detract  from  the 

beauty  of  this  coin.  (Such  copper  stains,  incidentally,  are  very  common  on 
both  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles  of  this  period.) 

904.  1905  Unc-60.  Beautiful  frosty  surfaces  with  only  a  few  light  handling  marks. 

905.  1905  Unc-60.  Deep  gold  color.  Would  grade  Unc-65  were  it  not  for  a  small  "slice" 

on  obverse  rim  at  one  o'clock. 

906.  1905  AU-50. 

907.  1910  Indian  Head,  AU-50. 

908.  1914  Indian  Head,  Unc-60.  Full  mint  lustre.  Second  scarcest  date  of  the  series  with 

only  240,1 1 7  minted.

909.  1854  AU-50  or  a  bit  better.  Full  mint  lustre.  Popular  first  year  of  issue.  Considered 

by  many  to  be  a  distinct  type  since  the  word  "Dollars"  is  much  smaller  than  on 
subsequent  years. 

910.  1854  AU-50.  Similar  to  preceding. 

91 1.  1854-0  EF-40.  Traces  of  mint  lustre  with  a  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field. 

Exhibiting  the  characteristic  die  break  through  the  mint  mark  to  the  rim. 
Popular  as  the  only  $3  gold  piece  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint. 


912.  1855  Unc-60.  Full  original  mint  lustre.  Several  dark  planchet  streaks  on  the  right 

obverse  (as  made).  The  1855  is  generally  considered  a  common  date,  and  it  is, 
in  circulated  condition.  But  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition  it  is  very  rare,  in 
fact,  considerably  more  so  than  many  of  the  more  highly  regarded  later  dates  in 
the  series. 

913.  1855  EF-45.  A  few  very  light  scratches  in  the  field.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time. 

914.  1855  VF-35.  Loop  removed  at  twelve  o'clock.  Lightly  polished.  Small  rim  nick 

above  "T"  in  United. 

915.  1856  VF-20.  Loop  removed  from  rim.  Mounted  on  reverse  in  three  places,  and 

inexpertly  repaired.

1856-S  Medium  S,  VF-20.  Numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Typical  grade 
for  this  scarce  date. 

1859  EF-45.  Usual  light  handling  marks.  Attractive  golden  color.  Scarce  date  with 
only  1 5,638  minted. 


1864  EF-45.  Small  planchet  defect  in  field  near  "U"  of  United  which  eradicates  the 
tip  of  the  bust.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  light  handling  marks  in 
the  field.  Obtained  by  the  consignor  as  ''Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  light  rubbing", 
but  strictly  speaking,  the  coin  grades  only  a  very  attractive  and  solid  extremely 
fine.  The  1864  is  one  of  the  really  scarce  dates  in  the  series  with  just  2,680 
minted.  It  is  very  difficult  to  locate  much  better  than  this  and  this  is  probably 
why  the  consignor  was  willing  to  purchase  it  as  "BU". 

1866  EF-45.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  reverse.  The  usual 
light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  date. 
Only  4,030  were  struck. 

1869  EF-40,  Proof-like.  The  proof-like  surfaces  accentuate  the  handling  marks  in 
the  field.  The  most  noticeable  marks  are  to  the  left  of  the  "3”  on  the  reverse 
and  on  Liberty's  cheek.  This  is  another  one  of  the  many  rare  dates  in  the  $3 
series.  Only  2,525  were  minted  and  many  of  course,  have  long  since  been 
lost  to  collectors. 


1870  VF-30.  Loop  removed  and  highly  polished.  Several  prominent  scratches  in 
the  field. 

1874  EF-45.  Very  lightly  burnished.  A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field  and 
one  noticeable  nick  to  the  left  of  the  "3"  on  the  reverse. 

1874  EF-40.  Proof-like.  Attractive  copper  toning;  excellent  surfaces. 


VERY  RARE  1877  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


1877  AU-50,  Proof-like.  Usual  complement  of  handling  marks  in  the  field.  One  small 
hairline  scratch  running  from  the  "I"  in  America  to  the  hair,  and  three  or 

four  pinpoint  nicks  on  the  cheek  as  well  as  one  in  the  headdress.  The  1877 
is  one  of  the  real  rarities  of  the  $3  series  and  is  less  often  seen  than  the  lower 
mintage  1865  or  1881.  Highly  desirable  in  any  condition  and  a  real  prize  in 
this  high  grade.  Virtually  unobtainable  better. 

1878  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre. 

1878  EF-45.  Similar  to  the  last  except  for  two  small  scratches  on  the  face. 
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VERY  RARE  1881  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


927.  1881  AU-50,  Proof-like.  Full  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  light  handling  marks. 

The  1881  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  $3  gold  piece  issued  for  circulation; 
only  554  were  struck  including  54  proofs.  The  usually  seen  grade  for 
circulation  strikes  is  VF-EF  (see  the  next  lot)  and  high  grade  specimens  are 
extremely  rare.  An  uncirculated  specimen  brought  $3800  at  auction  in 
February  and  so  we  feel  that  this  excellent  coin  should  bring  at  least  $2000. 
We  would  not  be  surprised  if  it  brought  considerably  more. 

928.  1881  VF-25.  A  number  of  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks  as  would  normally 

be  found  on  any  well  circulated  gold  piece.  This  is  the  typical  grade  for  this 
rare  date. 

CHOICE  1885  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


929.  1885  Unc-60,  Proof-like.  Brilliant  mint  lustre  and  excellent  color.  A  few  light 

handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  one  small  scratch  inside  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse.  The  1885  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  $3  gold  piece  actually 
struck  for  circulation  since  only  801  business  strikes  and  109  proofs  were  minted. 
Scarce  and  desirable  in  all  grades  but,  like  the  1881  very  rare  in  full  Mint  State. 
This  is  one  of  the  finest  non-proof  1885's  offered  for  sale  in  recent  years.  It  is 
finer,  for  example,  than  the  uncirculated  coin  that  brought  $3100  at  a  New 
York  auction  in  February. 

930.  1886  EF-45,  Proof-like.  A  mere  1 ,142  minted  making  the  1886  one  of  the  lowest 

mintage  dates  in  a  series  that  is  characterized  by  remarkably  low  mintage 
figures.  This  coin  has  an  excellent  appearance  and,  despite  the  signs  of  wear 
in  the  field,  has  no  defects  worth  mentioning.  A  very  scarce  date. 

RARE  PROOF  1888  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


931.  1888,  Proof.  Beautiful  deep  golden  color  and  full  wire  rims.  Very  attractive 

overall  appearance  despite  a  few  light  hairlines  in  the  field.  Only  290  proofs 
struck.

RARE  AND  POPULAR  1879  FLOWING  HAIR  STELLA 


932.  1879  Flowing  Hair,  Brilliant  Proof.  Attractive  light  gold  and  copper  toning.  A  few 


faint  hairlines  in  the  field,  but  none  really  severe  enough  to  be  detrimental. 

This  beautiful  pattern  (Judd  1635)  was  first  recommended  by  the  Honorable 
John  A.  Kasson,  who  was  the  United  States  Minister  to  Austria.  It  was  designed 
by  Charles  Barber  and  is  certainly  one  of  America's  most  beautiful  coins.  It 
derives  its  name  "Stella"  from  the  five  pointed  star  on  the  reverse.  Only  15 
"originals"  were  struck  in  1879  and  an  additional  400  "restrikes"  were  minted 
in  1880.  (The  restrikes  are  readily  distinguishable  from  the  originals,  but 
unfortunately  most  dealers  and  cataloguers  go  strictly  by  the  weight  rather 
than  by  appearance  and  therefore  mistakenly  catalogue  restrikes  as  originals. 

The  originals  are  every  bit  as  rare  as  the  low  mintage  of  1 5  would  indicate.) 

Like  almost  every  other  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella  offered  in  recent  years,  this 
coin  is  one  of  the  restrikes,  and  despite  the  few  light  hairlines,  is  much  more 
attractive  than  many  Stella's  we  have  seen.  It  is  well  worth  a  solid  five  figure  bid. 


933.  1795  Small  Eagle,  VG-8.  The  coin  is  slightly  bent  and  it  has  been  looped  and  worn 

as  jewelry,  giving  the  surface  a  polished,  porous  appearance. 


934.  1798  Heraldic  Eagle,  Large  8,  13  Star  Reverse,  AU-55.  Beautiful  deep  golden 

toning,  and  only  a  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  A  die  break  starts 
from  the  denticles  at  7  o'clock,  runs  below  the  date  and  ends  near  the  rim 
beneath  the  bust.  There  are  several  faint  hairline  die  breaks  on  the  reverse  as 
well.  This  is  a  very  scarce  coin  in  this  high  grade,  and  certainly  one  of  the  nicest 
we  have  seen.  It  is  a  similar  grade,  but  more  attractive  and  less  bagmarked,  than 
Lot  #1789  of  the  recent  Charles  Ruby  Sale  that  brought  $2500. 
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935.  1800  AU-50,  Proof-like.  Bold  strike  and  excellent  centering.  Moderate  number  of 

light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  including  one  tiny  patch  of  roughness  near 
the  third  star.  There  is  also  one  small  scratch  between  the  1 1th  and  12th  stars 
and  one  faint  hairline  scratch  running  from  the  “1 "  in  the  date  to  the  rim.  The 
reverse  is  excellent.  A  beautiful  and  highly  desirable  type  coin,  entirely  free  of 
the  almost  standard  adjustment  marks. 

936.  1804  AU-50.  An  interesting  variety  with  the  "4"  in  the  date  originally  punched  too 

low  (right  near  the  denticles)  and  then  corrected  to  a  higher  and  more  proper 
position.  The  obverse  is  excellent,  fully  proof-like  with  light  golden  toning. 

There  is  an  interesting  die  crack  running  from  the  10th  star  to  Liberty's  mouth 
and  then  on  into  the  hair.  The  reverse  is  boldly  struck  and  proof-like.  However, 
there  are  some  severe  cuts  near  the  top  of  the  reverse  rim.  Despite  these  obtrusive 
slashes,  this  is  still  a  pleasing  example  of  this  scarce  variety. 


937.  1804  Small  8,  AU-50.  Very  clear  fields  and  light  even  toning.  A  few  adjustment 

marks  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  as  typically  seen  on  early  U.S.  gold  coins. 


938.  1807  Bust  Right,  Unc-60.  Beautiful  deep  gold  and  copper  colored  toning.  Very 

prominent  clash  marks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Slight  softness  of  strike 
on  the  bust  (as  usual  for  this  date)  and  a  few  very  faint  hairlines  and  handling 
marks  in  the  fields.  A  beautiful  coin  that  would  make  an  excellent  addition  to 
a  high  quality  type  set. 

939.  1807  Bust  Left,  AU-50.  Obviously  dipped  at  one  time,  but  not  done  in  such  a  way 

as  to  impair  the  surface.  Light  even  wear  and  a  few  handling  marks  in  the  field, 
the  most  noticeable  of  which  are  on  the  eagle's  head  on  the  reverse. 

940.  1808  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  attractive  golden  toning.  Somewhat 

softly  struck  on  the  bust  and  very  soft  near  the  right  obverse  border.  The 
fields  are  relatively  free  of  marks,  although  there  are  a  few  faint  adjustment 
marks  near  the  rim. 

941.  1809/8  EF-40.  Well  struck  and  evenly  worn.  Deep  golden  toning  and  relatively 

moderate  handling  marks.  Very  attractive. 
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942. 


181 1  Small  5,  AU-50.  Very  boldly  struck  with  every  star  sharp.  Prominent 
clash  marks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  One  light  scratch  running  from  the 
scroll  across  the  eagle  s  neck  and  another  between  the  eagle's  wing  and  "United". 


943.  1812  AU-50.  Deep  golden  color.  Faint  obverse  adjustment  marks.  Very  bold  strike 

and  excellent  centering. 


944,  1813  Unc-60.  Weakly  struck  at  the  obverse  border,  but  boldly  struck  elsewhere  and 

fully  lustrous.  The  surfaces  are  excellent,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  Although 
the  1813  is  the  most  common  date  of  this  type,  strictly  uncirculated  specimens 
are  very  rare.  This  choice  coin  should  easily  bring  several  thousand  dollars, 
probably  from  a  type  collector  who  has  looked  long  and  hard  to  find  an 
uncirculated  example  of  the  rare  Capped  Bust  type. 

RARE  1820  HALF  EAGLE 


945.  1820  Square  Base  2,  AU-50.  Unusually  sharp  strike  and  excellent  centering.  More 

sharply  struck  in  fact,  than  the  outstanding  1820  that  brought  $3500  at  our 
Long  Beach  Auction  in  February.  This  coin  shows  evidence  of  wear  only  on 
the  highest  points,  although  it  does  have  some  dirt  on  the  reverse  and  around 
several  of  the  stars  on  the  obverse.  There  are  also  a  few  faint  handling  marks 
in  the  field  in  front  of  the  face  and  one  tiny  nick  on  the  edge  below  the  date. 
The  1820  is  a  very  scarce  date,  much  more  so  than  either  the  1813  or  the  1818, 
which  are  the  only  two  dates  of  this  rare  type  that  are  encountered  with  any 
regularity. 


946.  1834  No  Motto,  Plain  4,  Unc-60.  Frosty  rather  than  proof-like.  Deep  golden  toning. 

A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Typical  soft  strike  on  the  hair  around  the 

face.  A  very  attractive  type  coin. 
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947.  1834  No  Motto,  Plain  4,  EF-40.  Lightly  cleaned,  most  noticeably  on  the  reverse.  A 

small  thin  scratch  above  Liberty's  head  on  the  obverse,  but  few  other  handling 
marks  worth  mentioning. 

948.  1836  VF-20.  Nice  even  wear  and  only  the  usual  handling  marks. 


949.  1838-D  EF-45.  Deep  golden  toning,  probably  from  being  cleaned  a  long  time  ago. 

Two  noticeable  marks  on  the  tip  of  the  bust  and  two  parallel  nicks  on  the  rim 
to  the  right  of  the  date.  The  strike  and  planchet  are  both  exceptional  for  this  date 
and  one  rarely  encounters  an  1838-D  in  finer  overall  conditon  than  this.  Well 
worth  a  four  figure  bid. 

950.  1839-D  VF-30.  Softly  struck  on  the  obverse  as  usual.  One  small  obverse  rim  nick. 

Nice  even  wear.  Highly  popular  due  to  its  obverse  mint  mark. 

951.  1840  VF-30.  Nice  even  overall  wear  and  no  defects.  The  usual  complement  of  marks 

in  the  field  and  a  few  traces  of  dirt  around  the  stars  and  the  eagle. 

952.  1840-D  VF-20.  Lightly  burnished  and  probably  repaired  on  the  neck  of  Liberty. 

Considerable  dirt  in  the  milling. 

953.  1841-D  EF-40.  Sharply  struck,  but  highly  polished.  Usual  number  of  marks  in 

the  fields. 

954.  1842-D  EF-40.  Very  lightly  burnished,  but  still  quite  attractive. 

955.  1843-D  EF-40.  Considerable  traces  of  mint  lustre.  Usual  handling  marks  in  the 

fields  and  a  noticeable  edge  nick  on  the  rim  below  the  date.

1844-D  AU-50.  Very  bold  strike  and  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface.  Several  minor 
edge  nicks.  High  grade  coins  such  as  this  from  the  Dahlonega  Mint  are  very 
scarce. 


957.  1844-0  EF-40.  Several  small  rim  nicks  and  a  few  light  handling  marks  in  the 

field.  Very  well  struck  and  attractive. 

958.  1845-D  VF-30.  Nice  even  wear  and  no  major  nicks  or  scratches.  Considerable 

dirt  in  the  shield  on  the  reverse  and  in  the  letters. 


959.  1846-D  VF-20.  This  is  the  so-called  "D  above  D"  variety  with  the  first  D  cut 

far  too  high  and  nearly  into  the  eagle's  feathers!  (By  the  way,  this  variety  is 
not  nearly  as  scarce  as  many  cataloguers  make  it  out  to  be.)  This  piece  has 
nice  even  wear  and  only  a  few  small  rim  nicks  and  one  minor  abrasion  on 
the  reverse  rim.

1847  Unc-60.  A  trifle  softly  struck  on  the  hair  around  the  face  and  on  the  eagle's 
neck  and  the  feathers  on  the  arrows.  However,  the  rest  of  the  coin  is  bold 
and  there  is  a  pronounced  wire  rim  that  is  particularly  noticeable  on  the 
obverse.  Lovely  satin  surfaces  and  beautiful  color.  There  are  only  a  few  faint 
handling  marks  in  the  reverse  field.  No  Motto  half  eagles  in  choice  condition 
are  very  underrated  and  although  the  1847  is  one  of  the  more  common  dates, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  as  nice  as  this.  Should  command  close  to  a  $500 
bid. 


1847-C  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre  in  and  around  the  letters.  Unusually 
clean,  unmarked  fields  and  distinctly  above  average  planchet  for  a  "C"  mint 
gold  coin. 

1847- D  EF-40.  Very  lightly  burnished.  There  are  a  number  of  light  punch  marks 
on  the  eagle's  neck  and  wing  tips,  apparently  done  in  an  attempt  to  reinforce 
the  feather  detail.  There  are  also  a  few  light  scratches  and  several  digs  and 
scrapes  on  the  obverse. 

1848- D  EF-40.  Very  well  struck  with  an  excellent  planchet.  A  few  handling 
marks  on  Liberty's  neck  and  one  small  reverse  rim  nick.  Deep  golden  toning. 
This  is  one  of  the  scarcest  ''D''  mint  half  eagles  although  largely  unappreciated 
as  such. 


1849-C  EF-40.  A  bit  softly  struck  on  the  eagle's  legs.  Considerable  mint  lustre. 
Several  small  die  cracks  on  the  reverse.  Typical  number  of  bagmarks. 


1849- D  EF-40.  Cleaner  than  normal  surfaces  but  there  is  one  small  scratch  near 
the  first  star  and  a  heavy  bagmark  on  the  cheek.  Lightly  rubbed  with  a  cloth 
at  one  time,  imparting  a  shine  to  the  high  points. 

1850- D  EF-40.  Stronger  than  usual  mint  mark.  (The  mint  mark  on  the  1850-D 
often  comes  so  weak  that  it  is  barely  visible.)  Nice  clean  surfaces  and  a  better 
than  average  strike. 

1 851  -C  EF-40.  Attractive  light  toning  and  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface.  Tiny 
planchet  depression  below  the  eagle's  right  wing. 

1851- D  Barely  VF-20.  Very  lightly  cleaned,  probably  in  an  attempt  to  remove 
the  considerable  tarnish  on  the  reverse.  Small  rim  nick  above  third  star,  and 
a  red  stain  on  the  rim  below  the  second  ”1 ''  in  the  date. 

1852- D  EF-40.  Sharp  strike  in  the  centers,  but  typically  weak  near  the  denticles. 
Very  lightly  burnished  at  one  time.  Two  thin  scratches  above  Liberty's  head 
and  a  few  bagmarks  in  the  fields. 

1853- D  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Two  small  obverse  rim  nicks  and  one  on 
the  reverse  rim.  Lightly  burnished. 


1854-D  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Somewhat  softly  struck,  particularly  on 
the  head  of  Liberty  and  near  the  border.  The  D  is  a  bit  weak  as  is  very  often 
the  case  with  the  1854-D.  A  very  pleasing  and  attractive  example  of  this  scarce

1854-0  EF-45.  Very  sharp  strike  and  excellent  surfaces.  Small  obverse  rim  bruise 
above  the  1 1th  star  and  a  tiny  dark  streak  in  the  planchet  on  the  obverse.  All 
''O''  mint  half  eagles  have  become  increasingly  scarce  and  in  demand  in  recent 
years,  after  long  being  undervalued  with  respect  to  the  popular  "C”  and  "D" 
mint  coins. 


1855-C  EF-40.  Several  heavier  than  usual  bagmarks  in  the  obverse  field,  the  most 
noticeable  being  across  the  lower  part  of  the  bust.  Very  scarce. 

1855-D  Fine-1 5.  Very  slick  and  shiny,  probably  carried  as  someone's  pocket  piece. 


1855- S  EF-45.  Very  sharply  struck  and  relatively  free  of  bagmarks.  Obviously 
dipped  at  one  time,  but  still  attractive.  The  1855-S  is  very  popular  since  it  is 
the  first  collectible  "S"  mint  half  eagle.  (The  1854-S,  of  course,  is  one  of  the 
major  rarities  in  United  States  coins.)  This  date  is  very  underrated,  particularly 
in  high  grades,  and  a  careful  review  of  past  auction  catalogues  shows  that  the 
1855-S  has  been  conspicuously  absent  from  many  sales  and,  when  offered,  has 
usually  been  in  low  grade,  i.e.  VF  or  so.  Rare  this  nice. 

1856- D  EF-40.  Numerous  small  scratches  around  date  and  a  small  planchet  defect 
on  the  reverse  rim.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time. 


1856- 0  EF-40.  Unusually  clean  surfaces,  save  for  one  noticeable  bagmark  below 
the  eagle's  wing.  Considerable  traces  of  mint  lustre.  This  is  the  lowest  mintage 
''O''  mint  half  eagle  (10,000,  the  same  as  the  1892-0)  and  is  seldom  available 
in  any  condition.  We  have  neither  seen  nor  heard  of  an  uncirculated  example 
of  this  date,  and  relatively  few  have  any  claims  to  even  being  extremely  fine! 
Very  rare  and  undervalued. 

1857- D  EF-40.  A  number  of  light  scratches,  approximately  8  mm  long,  in  the  field 
in  front  of  the  face.  Typical  weakness  around  the  borders.  A  scarce  date  in  any 
condition. 

1858- D  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre,  with  a  trace  of  softness  in  the  strike  on 
the  hair  around  the  face  and  on  the  feathers  on  the  arrows  on  the  reverse. 

One  tiny  obverse  rim  nick  near  the  second  star.  A  very  high  grade  example  of 
this  scarce  date. 

1858-S  EF-40.  Sharply  struck  and  attractive  with  an  absolute  minimum  of 
bagmarks  in  the  field.  Much  smaller  ''S''  than  on  the  ”S"  mint  half  eagles 
from  1854  to  1857.  This  is  a  very  scarce  coin  that  is  seldom  offered  in  any 
condition.

1859-D  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  attractive  with  no  handling  marks  that  are 
really  worth  mentioning.  Almost  full  original  mint  lustre,  the  1859-D  has  the 
second  lowest  mintage  of  any  "D"  mint  half  eagle  since  only  10,366  were  struck. 


1860-D  EF-45.  A  beautiful  coin  with  considerable  mint  lustre  and  virtually  no 
handling  marks.  One  very  tiny  edge  bruise  above  the  eagle's  wing  tip.  Very 
scarce,  particularly  in  this  condition. 


983.  1861  AU-50.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  on  the  high  points.  The  surfaces  are 

quite  free  of  the  usual  bagmarks.  Light,  attractive  toning. 


VERY  RARE  1861-D  HALF  EAGLE 


984.  1861-D  VF-30.  Better  than  average  strike  and  clear,  unmarked  fields.  Traces  of 

mint  lustre.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  rarest  of  all  "D"  mint  half 
eagles.  The  mint  record  states  that  1 ,597  1861-D  half  eagles  were  struck,  but 
the  Confederacy  undoubtedly  struck  a  small  quantity  after  they  captured  the 
Mint  on  April  8,  1861 .  One  of  the  premier  coins  in  the  entire  series  of 
Dahlonega  Mint  gold  coins.

1869  EF-40.  Proof-like  surfaces  that  accentuate  the  handling  marks.  One  tiny 
rim  nick  on  the  reverse  below  "D"  in  Five  D.  A  very  rare  date,  one  that  is 
seldom  offered  for  sale.  A  minuscule  total  of  1785  were  struck  and  probably 
no  more  than  40  or  50  pieces  still  exist  today.  The  last  1869  half  eagle  we 
had  was  in  our  Grand  Central  Auction  last  November.  That  coin  was  somewhat 
better  than  the  one  we  offer  here  and  it  realized  $1 500.  This  piece  should 
bring  close  to  $1000. 
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986.  1870-CC  VF-25.  Well  worn,  but  the  wear  is  very  uniform  and  overall  the  coin  is 

very  attractive.  For  a  circulated  piece,  the  fields  are  excellent  and  this  is 
certainly  a  very  respectable  example  of  this  scarce  date.  This  is  the  first  year 
of  issue  for  the  Carson  City  Mint  and  virtually  all  known  specimens  are  well 
worn,  most  of  them  not  even  equaling  the  quality  of  this  one.  We  know  of 
a  VF-30  to  35  coin  that  changed  hands  at  the  1973  ANA  at  a  figure  in  excess 
of  $2000.  This  attractive  piece  should  certainly  be  worth  $1200  to  $1500  or 
perhaps  a  bit  more. 

987.  1872-CC  VF-25.  Flatly  struck  on  the  obverse  as  always,  but  very  pleasing  in 

overall  appearance  despite  one  tiny  scratch  in  front  of  the  forehead  near  the 
fifth  star.  The  1872-CC,  like  all  early  Carson  City  gold  coins,  is  usually  only 
available  in  very  low  grades,  if  at  all. 

988.  1881/80  AU-50.  Highly  polished.  This  overdate  was  discovered  relatively  few  years 

ago  and  since  its  discovery,  only  a  few  examples  have  come  to  light.  Undoubtedly 
quite  rare. 

989.  1882-CC  VF-35.  Just  a  hair's  breadth  short  of  being  fully  extremely  fine.  Nice 

even  overall  wear  and  excellent  strike.  Very  attractive  with  virtually  mark  free 
surfaces.  Scarce. 

990.  1891-CC  Unc-65.  Beautiful  deep  golden  color  with  a  few  spots  of  copper  toning. 

Relatively  few  handling  marks,  and  those  are  restricted  almost  entirely  to  the 
obverse.  A  beautiful  coin. 

991.  1891-CC  AU-55.  Deep  golden  toning.  A  few  very  light  spots  of  copper  toning. 

Many  would  probably  call  this  coin  uncirculated. 

992.  1892-CC  EF-40.  Dipped,  but  still  very  attractive.  The  most  noticeable  mark  in 

the  field  is  between  the  head  and  the  eighth  star.  Traces  of  a  proof-like 
surface.  Much  more  scarce  than  the  1891-CC,  although  it  sells  for  very  little 
more. 


VERY  RARE  1892-0  HALF  EAGLE 


993.  1892-0  Unc-60.  Deep  golden  color  and  considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  Relatively 

light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  including  one  tiny  nick  on  the  "9”  in  the 
date.  The  1892-0  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  rarest  of  all  "0”  mint  half 
eagles  with  only  10,000  minted.  It  is  missing  from  many  great  collections  and 
when  available  is  generally  in  the  EF-AU  range.  This  is  the  nicest  one  to  be 
offered  for  sale  since  Lot  #1 555  of  our  1973  Greater  New  York  Auction 
which  realized  a  record  $1800  (and  the  successful  bidder  was  ready  to  go  as 
high  as  $2100!). 

994.  1893-CC  Unc-60.  Lovely  satin  surfaces.  Ex.  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries. 

995.  1893-CC  AU-50.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  A  few  light  spots  of  copper 

toning.  Numerous,  but  very  light  handling  marks  in  the  field. 
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996.  1900  Unc-60.  Attractive  deep  golden  toning. 

997.  1901  Unc-60.  Full  mint  lustre.  Several  tiny  spots  of  copper  toning. 

998.  1 901  -S  Unc-60.  Beautiful  deep  greenish  gold  toning.  Typical  bag  abrasions  in  the 

obverse  field  and  on  Liberty's  cheek.  Particularly  beautiful  color. 

999.  1 901 -SaAU-55.  A  bit  softly  struck  on  the  obverse.  One  tiny  nick  on  Liberty's  cheek 

and  one  below  the  eagle's  wing  on  the  reverse.  Full  mint  lu'tre. 

1000.  1907  Unc-60.  Beautiful  satin  surfaces  with  full  original  mint  lustre.  Typical  handling 

marks  in  the  fields. 

1001.  1908  Liberty  Unc-65.  Beautiful  light  golden  toning  and  immaculate  surfaces. 

1002.  1909-D  Indian  Head,  AU-55.  Full  original  mint  lustre  with  just  the  barest  trace  of 

rubbing.  This  is  a  "commercial  uncirculated"  and  would  certainly  be  sold  by  most 
dealers  as  uncirculated. 


U.S.  Eagles 


1003.  1799  AU-50.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beautiful,  deep  golden  toning.  The  reverse 

is  particularly  choice  and  exhibits  just  the  lightest  traces  of  wear  on  the  eagle's 
wing  tips.  There  are  two  barely  noticeable  edge  bruises  on  the  lower  reverse  rim. 
Early  eagles  are  among  the  most  beautiful  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins  and  this  choice 
coin  would  certainly  be  an  attractive  addition  to  a  high  quality  type  set. 

1004.  1800  EF-45.  Lightly  burnished.  Several  deep  scratches  on  the  reverse  and  several 

lighter  ones  on  the  obverse.  This  is  one  of  the  scarcest  early  eagles  with  only 
5,999  minted.  This  makes  it  much  more  rare  than  the  usually  seen  1799  or 
1801 .  Despite  the  problems,  this  is  still  an  attractive  coin. 

1005.  1801  EF-40.  The  reverse  grades  AU-50,  and  the  obverse  lays  claims  to  a  similar 

grade,  but  unfortunately  it  has  been  scoured  with  an  abrasive  in  an  attempt 
to  remove  two  crisscross  scratches  that  run  almost  the  entire  length  of  the 
coin.  There  is  also  a  noticeable  rim  abrasion  just  to  the  left  of  the  "L"  in 
Liberty.  It  is  really  a  shame  that  the  obverse  of  this  coin  does  not  match  the 
reverse,  because  the  reverse  is  excellent.  Still  worth  a  four  figure  bid  or  very 
close  to  it. 

1006.  1847-0  VF-30.  Nice  even  wear.  Some  dirt  in  the  letters  and  in  the  leaves  and  arrows 

on  the  reverse. 

1007.  1850-0  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Unusually  clean  surfaces  for  a  large  "0" 

mint  gold  coin. 

1008.  1851-0  VF-30.  Traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  hidden  below  the  gold  toning.  Some 

foreign  substance  on  the  reverse  along  with  considerable  dirt  in  the  letters  and 

arrows. 

1009.  1853-0  VF-30,  Proof-like.  Relatively  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Considerable 

proof-like  surfaces.  One  small  nick  in  the  field  above  the  eagle  s  left  wing. 
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1010.  1854-0  VF-30.  This  is  the  variety  with  the  large  date.  It  was  caused  when  the  silver 

dollar  sized  date  was  used  and  the  date  nearly  fills  the  entire  space  between  the 
border  and  the  bust.  On  the  reverse  there  is  a  deep  scratch  running  from  the 
center  of  the  shield  to  the  rim.  The  surfaces,  however,  are  otherwise  quite  free 
of  marks.  This  is  a  very  scarce  variety,  although  not  nearly  as  rare  as  indicated 
by  some  cataloguers  and  standard  reference  works. 


1011.  1854-S  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  One  small  bagmark  on  Liberty's  cheek. 

The  first  eagle  issued  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  as  such  very  popular. 

Only  moderately  scarce  in  lower  grades,  but  prohibitively  rare  in  choice 
condition  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  a  choice  uncirculated  specimen 
brought  $7000  at  our  Grand  Central  Auction  last  fall.  This  piece  is  much  nicer 
than  normally  available  and  could  possibly  bring  close  to  a  four  figure  bid. 


1012.  1856-S  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre,  although  the  coin  has  undoubtedly  been 

dipped  at  one  time  (as  have  most  gold  coins,  unfortunately).  This  is  the  large 
''S''  variety  which  is  considerably  more  scarce  than  the  usually  seen  small  ''S'' 
variety.  It  is  a  twin  to  the  1 856-S  Large  S  eagle  that  brought  $390  1 5  months 
ago  at  our  1973  NASC  Auction.  This  coin  is  certainly  worth  substantially 
more  than  that  today. 


1013.  1858-0  VF-30.  Nice  even  overall  wear  and  traces  of  mint  lustre  in  the  letters  and 

around  the  devices.  A  scarce  low  mintage  item  with  only  20,000  minted.  (To 
the  best  of  our  knowledge,  the  1858-0  is  unique  in  strictly  uncirculated 
condition,  the  only  one  in  that  condition  being  a  superb  gem  we  handled 
about  two  years  ago.) 


ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1876-CC  EAGLES 


1014.  1876-CC  EF-40  or  perhaps  a  bit  better.  Typical  soft  strike  on  the  obverse  but 

sharply  struck  on  the  reverse.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces,  and  only 
lightly  bagmarked  fields.  This  is  one  of  the  great  Carson  City  rarities  as  only 
4,696  were  struck.  No  uncirculated  specimens  are  known  and  relatively  few 
others  even  match  this  one.  In  fact  this  is  probably  one  of  the  five  or  six 
finest  known  specimens  of  this  extremely  rare  date. 
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VERY  RARE  1879-0  EAGLE

1879-0  EF-45.  Very  lightly  burnished  but  sharply  struck  and  very  attractive. 

The  usual  complement  of  bagmarks  and  one  tiny  nick  on  the  reverse  rim 
between  "R"  and  "I"  in  America.  With  only  1 ,500  minted,  the  1879-0  has  the 
second  lowest  mintage  of  any  "0”  mint  eagle.  Actually,  in  our  opinion,  it  is 
even  rarer  than  the  1883-0  despite  the  latter's  lower  mintage.  This  is  certainly 
one  of  the  highest  grade  1879-0's  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  much  nicer  than  the 
very  fine  Gilhousen  or  Scanlon  coins,  as  well  as  the  one  that  appeared  in  the 
October  1973  Merkin  sale,  the  only  other  1879-0's  offered  at  auction  in  the 
past  year  and  a  half.  A  very  rare  coin  that  should  command  a  handsome  price. 


1016.  1881-0  EF-45.  Deep  golden  toning  and  considerable  proof-like  surface.  A  modest 

number  of  bagmarks  in  the  fields  and  very  sharply  struck.  Very  popular 
because  of  its  low  mintage  of  only  8,350. 


1017.  1891-CC  Unc-60.  Beautiful  deep  golden  toning.  The  reverse  has  very  few  bagmarks 

but  the  obverse  has  its  share  although  none  are  really  severe.  An  attractive 
example  of  this  commonest  CC  mint  eagle. 

1018.  1891-CC  AU-55.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing  and  nearly  full  mint  lustre.  The 

usual  bagmarks. 

1019.  1891-CC  VF-35.  Nice  even  wear.  One  tiny  obverse  rim  nick  between  the  ninth  and 

tenth  stars. 


1020.  1893  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Moderate  bagmarks  and  abrasions  on  the 

obverse.  Except  for  one  abrasion  to  the  right  of  the  eagle's  head,  the  bagmarks 
are  lighter  on  the  reverse. 

1021 .  1894-0  EF-40.  Several  light  pin  scratches  above  Liberty's  head.  One  sharp  nick  in 

the  field  near  the  arrows  on  the  reverse. 

1022.  1895-0  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Moderate  handling  marks. 

1023.  1895-0  EF-45.  Softly  struck  on  the  obverse.  Beautiful  light  golden  toning.  A 

number  of  faint  scratches  on  the  reverse. 

1024.  1899  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Very  few  bagmarks,  except  for  two  small 

bagmarks  on  Liberty's  nose  and  face. 

1025.  1901  Unc-60.  Beautiful  original  color.  The  usual  bagmarks  on  the  rim  and  in  the 

field. 

1026.  1901-0  AU-55.  Deep  golden  color.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  date. 

1027.  1901-0  AU-50.  Small  planchet  lamination  above  ''Ten''  on  reverse.  Very  few  bagmarks. 

1028.  1903-0  AU-55.  Small  dark  spot  near  thirteenth  star.  Pinpoint  planchet  lamination 

on  Liberty's  nose.  Average  handling  marks  and  one  noticeable  abrasion  on  eagle  s 
shield.  Deep  golden  color  with  most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  remaining. 

1029.  1906-D  AU-55.  Attractive  reddish  gold  color.  A  minimum  number  of  handling  marks. 

This  coin  is  an  example  of  what  is  commonly  referred  to  in  the  numismatic  trade 
as  a  "slider"  or  "commercial  uncirculated".

RARE  PROOF  1907  LIBERTY  HEAD  EAGLE 


1030.  1907  Liberty,  Brilliant  Proof.  Gorgeous  deep  golden  color.  One  faint  hairline  running 

from  the  forehead  to  the  rim  between  the  fourth  and  fifth  stars.  Other  than  that, 
the  coin  is  virtually  free  of  hairlines  and  is  distinctly  better  than  the  vast  majority 
of  proof  eagles  that  are  available.  All  large  denomination  proof  gold  coins  are 
rare  in  this  state  of  preservation  and  the  1907  eagle,  with  only  74  proofs  minted, 
is  no  exception.  The  beautiful  color  is  what  is  most  impressive  about  this  coin 
and  we  certainly  expect  it  to  bring  several  thousand  dollars. 

1031.  1907  Liberty,  Unc-60.  Unusual  rim  near  lower  reverse.  Very  attractive  color.

1032.  1907  Indian  Head,  Wire  Edge  with  Periods,  Unc-65+.  Beautiful  satin  surfaces  that 

are  very  similar  to  those  of  the  Roman  finish  proofs  of  the  day.  Slight  weakness 
near  lower  part  of  the  date  as  on  most  specimens  seen.  This  is  actually  a  pattern 
(Judd  1774)  but  since  it  is  included  in  the  Red  Book  it  is  generally  collected  as 
part  of  the  regular  series.  Only  500  were  minted,  making  this  one  of  the  rarest 
of  all  U.S.  eagles,  and  it  is  in  great  demand  by  both  date,  type  and  pattern 
collectors.  Without  a  doubt,  this  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  desirable 
of  all  U.S.  gold  coins. 

1033.  1907  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  AU-55.  Barest  trace  of  rubbing  on  the  cheek  and  on 

the  eagle's  shoulder.  Several  tiny  edge  nicks,  but  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre. 
Choice  uncirculated  specimens  have  brought  as  high  as  $900  (at  our  Greater 
New  York  Auction  a  year  ago). 

1034.  1907  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  EF-40.  Several  noticeable  abrasions  on  the  obverse 

and  considerable  wear  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse. 

1035.  1908  Motto,  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  relatively  few  and  light  handling 

marks. 

1036.  1908-D  Motto,  VF-30.  Nice  uniform  wear.  Traces  of  mint  lustre.

59,850  minted  and  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  full  mint  state,  as  are  most  mint 
marked  Indian  head  eagles. 

1908- S  AU-50.  Similar  to  the  previous  lot  except  for  several  noticeable  abrasions 
on  the  obverse. 

1909  AU-55.  Deep  greenish  gold  color  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  One  faint 
hairline  scratch  across  the  Indian's  cheekbone. 

1909- D  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  light  delicate  toning.  Two  very  noticeable 
abrasions  on  the  obverse,  one  on  the  Indian's  headdress  and  another  across  the 
cheek.  One  of  the  lower  mintage  dates  in  the  series  with  only  1 21 ,540  struck. 

1909- S  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre  remaining  and  only  lightly  bagmarked  fields. 

1910  AU-50. 

1910- D  EF-45.  Very  attractive  with  most  of  the  mint  lustre  still  remaining.  The  second 
highest  mintage  Indian  head  eagle  and  the  only  mint  marked  one  that  is  reasonably 
available  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition. 


1910-S  Unc-60.  Beautiful  light  reddish  golden  toning.  One  noticeable  abrasion  in  the 
Indian's  headdress,  but  the  fields  are  otherwise  clear  and  unmarked.  Scarce  in  this 
grade. 

1911  AU-55. 

191 1  -D  EF-40.  Highly  polished;  moderately  heavy  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  This  is  the 
lowest  mintage  regularly  issued  Indian  head  eagle  with  only  30,100  struck.  It  is 
difficult  to  locate  in  any  grade  and  uncirculated  examples  are  almost  non-existent. 


191 1-S  AU-50.  Another  low  mintage  date  in  this  popular  series  with  just  51,000 
minted.  Very  nearly  as  scarce  in  high  grade  as  the  191 1-D.  This  piece  is  quite 
attractive  overall  and  has  no  bagmarks  or  defects  worth  mentioning. 

1912  Unc-60.  Deep  golden  toning.  One  small  abrasion  in  Indian's  headdress  as  well 
as  the  usual  complement  of  bagmarks.

1054.  1915  AU-55.  Deep  gold  color.  One  noticeable  abrasion  on  the  eagle's  shoulder,  and 

one  tiny  dark  spot  at  the  third  star. 

1055.  1915  EF-45.  Light  toning  with  faint  traces  of  original  mint  lustre.  Two  small  field 

abrasions  on  the  reverse. 


1056.  1915-S  AU-50.  Almost  full  original  mint  lustre.  One  pinpoint  nick  on  the  Indian's 

cheek  and  a  small  abrasion  to  the  left  of  the  date.  Just  the  slightest  trace  of 
wear  on  the  eagle's  beak,  head  and  shoulder.

1059.  1926  Unc-60.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  toning.  Usual  complement  of  bagmarks, 

the  most  noticeable  being  on  the  Indian's  cheek  and  on  the  eagle's  shoulder. 

1060.  1932  AU-55.  Highly  polished.  The  most  common  of  all  Indian  head  eagles. 

U.S.  Double  Eagles 

1061.  1850  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Several  small  abrasions  in  obverse  and 

reverse  fields.  Popular  first  year  of  issue  and  a  scarce  coin  above  extremely  fine. 

1062.  1850  VF-35.  Traces  of  mint  lustre  in  the  letters.  A  few  small  edge  nicks  and  the 

usual  light  bagmarks. 

1063.  1852  AU-50.  Nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  A  few  light  abrasions  on  the  chin  and 

neck,  and  one  nick  in  the  field  above  and  to  the  right  of  "D"  in  Twenty  D. 
Very  well  struck  with  a  partial  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 


1064.  1852-0  EF-40.  Deep  golden  toning.  One  small  scratch  above  the  coronet  and  a 

noticeable  abrasion  on  the  chin  and  in  front  of  the  chin.  A  very  presentable 
specimen  of  an  ''O''  mint  double  eagle.  Only  190,000  minted. 

1065.  1853  AU-55.  A  "commercial  uncirculated"  coin  or  "slider".  Full  mint  lustre  and  just 

the  barest  trace  of  wear.  A  few  small  bagmarks  on  the  face  and  in  the  hair. 

A  very  attractive  coin. 

1066.  1853  AU-50.  Slightly  more  wear  than  the  preceding  lot,  but  similar  in  overall 

appearance.  The  usual  bagmarks. 

1067.  1855-S  EF-45.  Far  fewer  than  usual  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  Excellent  strike  and 

attractive  appearance.  Small  gouge  across  eagle's  head  and  on  into  field.  Tiny 
scrape  above  left  wing. 

1068.  1856-S  EF-40.  A  very  attractive  coin  with  considerable  mint  lustre  and  relatively 

few  bagmarks  and  abrasions.

RARE  1859  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1069.  1859  AU-55.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  which  accentuate  the  faint  rubbing  and  light 

bagmarks  in  the  fields.  Softly  struck  at  the  first  three  stars  but  very  bold 
elsewhere.  The  reverse  is  particularly  excellent  and  shows  just  the  barest  trace 
of  wear  at  the  eagle's  wing  tips  and  on  the  topmost  feathers  on  the  neck.  The 
1859  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Philadelphia  Mint  double  eagle  from  1850 
to  1880.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  a  very  underrated  coin,  in  all  grades  and  is  almost 
never  seen  in  this  condition.  It  was  missing  entirely  from  the  extensive  Scanlon 
collection  of  double  eagles,  and  the  Gilhousen  Sale  of  more  than  a  year  ago 
had  only  a  VF-30.  Reviewing  many  other  great  collections  of  the  past  years 
reveals  the  same  story:  either  this  date  has  been  absent  entirely  or  represented 
by  a  very  fine  or  extremely  fine  example  at  best.  Greatly  unappreciated  for  the 
rarity  that  it  is. 

1070.  1861  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  and  relatively  unmarked  fields.  The  most  noticeable 

abrasions  on  the  coin  are  above  the  word  "Twenty”  and  to  the  right  of  the 
date.  An  attractive  Type  I  double  eagle. 

1071.  1861  AU-50. 

1072.  1863  VF-30.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface.  Moderate 

number  of  bagmarks.  Very  scarce  date  with  only  142,790  minted. 

1073.  1866  With  Motto,  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre  lying  beneath  an  attractive 

golden  toning.  A  number  of  heavy  abrasions  on  the  right  obverse  as  well  as 
several  noticeable  nicks  below  and  to  the  left  of  the  date  on  the  rim.  The 
reverse  is  excellent  with  very  few  handling  marks  and  almost  full  mint  lustre. 
Popular  as  the  first  year  of  the  type  with  the  motto  "In  God  We  Trust"  added 
to  the  reverse. 


1074.  1870-S  Unc-60.  A  beautiful,  fully  lustrous  example  of  this  scarce  date.  Light 

golden  toning  and  only  a  moderate  number  of  handling  marks.  One  small  dark 
spot  on  the  obverse  rim.  Very  attractive. 

1075.  1872  Unc-60.  Full  mint  lustre  and  remarkably  clear  fields.  One  tiny  dark  spot 

above  the  eagle's  right  wing.  Uncirculated  Type  1 1  double  eagles  have  become 
very  popular  recently  as  collectors  are  now  realizing  how  really  scarce  they  are. 

1076.  1872-CC  VF-30.  Dipped  at  one  time,  removing  most  of  the  natural  mint  lustre. 

One  noticeable  scrape  running  behind  Liberty's  hair  as  well  as  one  small 
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abrasion  in  front  of  the  face.  CC  mint  double  eagles  are  very  popular 
with  collectors  and  the  1872-CC  is  one  of  the  scarcest  with  only  29,650  minted. 

1077.  1873  Open  3,  Unc-60.  Beautiful  deep  gold  and  green  toning.  The  reverse  is  quite 

free  of  bagmarks,  but  the  obverse  exhibits  moderately  heavy  bagmarking.  The 
excellent  color  and  lustre  make  this  piece  particularly  appealing. 

1078.  1873  Open  3,  AU-55.  Several  reverse  nicks,  as  well  as  a  fair  number  of  abrasions  in 

the  field  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Considerable  mint  lustre. 


1079.  1873-CC  EF-40.  Nice  even  wear  and  clean,  unmarked  fields.  The  first  "A"  in 

America  on  the  reverse  is  clogged  with  dirt.  Only  22,410  minted.  Seldom 
available  any  better  than  this. 

1080.  1874-CC  AU-50.  Usual  soft  strike  on  the  obverse  and  typical  proof-like  surfaces. 

Moderate  rubbing  and  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  A  very  attractive  coin. 

1081.  1874-CC  VF-35.  Nice  even  wear.  Just  a  hair's  breadth  away  from  being  fully 

extremely  fine. 


1082.  1875-CC  Unc-60.  Beautiful  deep  golden  toning  and  completely  original  color. 

Very  similar  in  appearance  to  Lot  #727  of  our  recent  Long  Beach  Auction  which 
realized  $760.  A  beautiful  example  of  a  popular  "CC"  mint  double  eagle. 

1083.  1875-CC  AU-55.  This  coin  would  undoubtedly  be  called  uncirculated  by  most.  It 

does  exhibit  a  trace  of  wear,  however,  and  so  we  conservatively  grade  it  as 
AU-55.  The  obverse  is  softly  struck  (as  is  typical  on  these  Carson  City  Mint  coins) 
and  there  are  also  several  heavier  than  usual  bagmarks  on  the  face  of  Liberty. 

1084.  1875-S  AU-55.  Attractive  light  toning  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  Ever  so  close 

to  being  strictly  uncirculated. 

1085.  1876-CC  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  attractive,  deep  golden  toning. 

Typical  number  of  bagmarks,  but  slightly  better  than  average  strike  for  a 
Carson  City  double  eagle.  A  beautiful  coin. 

1086.  1876-CC  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  a  few  vestiges  of  a  proof-like  surface. 

Moderately  heavy  bagmarks  in  the  fields. 

1087.  1876-CC  EF-40.  Similar  to  last. 

1088.  1877-CC  VF-30.  Considerable  copper  toning.  A  few  noticeable  bagmarks  on  the  face. 
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U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  Cont'd. 

1089.  1878-CC  Fine-15.  Obvious  wear,  but  still  a  fairly  attractive  coin.  One  thin,  deep  scratch 

on  Liberty's  neck.  Only  13,180  were  minted,  and  so  this  is  a  very  scarce  date,  in 
fact,  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Carson  City  Mint  double  eagles. 

1090.  1883-CC  EF-40.  Cleaned  at  one  time  with  an  abrasive,  leaving  a  myriad  of  hairlines  on 

the  reverse.  There  is  also  a  noticeable  cut  on  Liberty's  cheek  and  a  small  milling 
mark  in  front  of  her  face.  This  scarce  coin  is  much  more  attractive  than  it  sounds 
from  the  description. 

1091.  1883-CC  VF-30.  Very  pleasing  appearance.  Nice  even  wear  and  only  the  typical 

amount  of  bagmarks.  There  is  however,  a  light  scratch  running  from  the  corner 
of  the  eye  to  the  cheek. 

1092.  1884-CC  EF-40.  Noticeable  abrasion  on  Liberty's  chin.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  possibly 

with  baking  soda,  which  has  removed  much  of  the  mint  lustre  and  left  a  few 
faint  hairlines  in  the  field. 

1093.  1888  AU-55.  Proof-like.  Fully  proof-like  surfaces  accentuate  the  relatively  light 

rubbing  in  the  fields.  One  small  abrasion  directly  above  the  date,  and  one  behind 
Liberty's  head.  A  small  area  of  copper  toning  below  and  to  the  right  of  the  date 
on  the  rim.  A  very  attractive  coin. 

1094.  1889-CC  VF-30.  Dipped  or  otherwise  cleaned,  but  still  reasonably  attractive.  A 

noticeable  abrasion  below  Liberty's  eye  and  some  remaining  traces  of  the 
original  proof-like  surface.  Very  scarce  with  just  30,945  struck. 

1095.  1890-CC  EF-45.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  relatively  light  handling  marks.  A  bit 

softly  struck  on  the  stars  on  the  obverse.  Very  attractive. 

1096.  1890-CC  VF-30.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  taking  with  it  most  of  the  remaining  mint 

lustre.  Clear  unmarked  fields  and  attractive  overall  appearance  despite  the  cleaning. 


1097.  1892-CC  Unc-60.  Beautiful  golden  color  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Only  a  few  of 

the  relatively  minor  abrasions  are  worth  mentioning,  one  above  the  head,  one  on 
the  cheek,  and  one  in  front  of  the  chin.  The  reverse  is  excellent.  The  1892-CC  is 
a  very  scarce  date,  particularly  in  such  choice  condition.  Only  27,265  were  minted. 
A  specimen  this  choice  should  bring  close  to  four  figures. 

1098.  1892-CC  VF-35.  Proof-like  surfaces.  One  noticeable  scratch  in  obverse  field  running 

from  the  rim  past  the  first  star  to  the  neck.  A  scarce  date. 
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1099. 


1893-CC  Unc-60.  Very  light  red  and  golden  toning.  Two  severe  abrasions  on  the 
obverse,  one  by  the  fourth  star  and  the  other  on  the  eyebrow  and  cheek.  A 
third,  but  less  noticeable  one,  is  in  Liberty's  hair.  The  rest  of  the  fields  on  the 
obverse  and  reverse  are  excellent,  as  are  the  rims.  This  date  is  very  popular  as 
the  last  year  of  mintage  for  the  Carson  City  Mint  and  only  18,402  double  eagles 
were  minted. 

1 100.  1895  AU-55.  Another  coin  that  would  easily  pass  with  most  collectors  and  dealers  as 

"uncirculated".  In  the  numismatic  trade,  this  coin  is  called  a  "slider". 

1101.  1 897  Unc-60.  Gorgeous,  deep  greenish  golden  toning.  A  beautiful  coin  and  highly 

desirable,  even  though  it  is  a  "common"  date. 

1 102.  1898  AU-55.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  on  the  high  points.  No  bagmarks  or  nicks 

worth  mentioning.  This  is  a  very  popular  low  mintage  date  with  only  170,470 
minted.  An  excellent  investment  item. 

1 103.  1899  Unc-60.  Another  beautifully  toned  double  eagle.  One  tiny  rim  nick  near  the 

first  star  and  only  a  few  very,  very  light  bagmarks.  Similar  in  appearance  to  the 
1897,  Lot  #1101. 

1104.  1901  Unc-60.  Beautiful  satin  surfaces  that  are  virtually  free  of  bagmarks.  In  fact,  it 

is  very  tempting  to  call  this  coin  Unc-65  and  we  would  do  so  were  it  only  a 
little  more  lustrous.  Like  the  1898,  it  is  very  popular  due  to  its  low  mintage  of 
only  1 1 1 ,526. 

1 105.  1903  Unc-60.  Similar  in  appearance  to  the  1901 .  Attractive  light  golden  toning. 

1106.  1903  Unc-60.  Identical  to  preceding. 

1 107.  1904  Unc-60.  Beautiful  lustrous  surfaces.  A  few  rim  abrasions  but  relatively 

unmarked  fields.  The  most  common  Liberty  Head  double  eagle. 

1108.  1904  Unc-60.  Similar  to  preceding. 

1109.  1904-S  Unc-60.  Deep  original  golden  color.  A  few  light  bagmarks  on  the  face. 

Lovely  satin  surfaces. 

1110.  1906-D  AU-55.  Just  the  barest  hint  of  wear  on  the  cheek  and  on  the  eyebrow. 

Light  greenish-gold  toning. 

1111.  1907-D  AU-55.  Like  many  of  the  coins  that  we  have  conservatively  catalogued 

as  about  uncirculated  in  this  sale,  this  coin  could  easily  pass  for  uncirculated 
and  probably  would  in  most  dealers'  stock.  Considerable  proof-like  surface 
on  the  reverse  and  traces  of  it  on  the  obverse.  A  moderate  number  of  handling 
marks  in  the  field  and  one  noticeable  abrasion  near  the  sixth  star. 

1112.  1907-D  AU-55.  Excellent,  unmarked  fields.  Considerable  proof-like  surface  and 

just  the  slightest  evidence  of  wear.

1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  Beautiful 
surfaces  and  only  a  few  barely  noticeable  rim  nicks,  including  one  on  the 
rim  between  "B"  and  "E”  in  "Liberty".  There  is  also  one  tiny  dark  spot  just 
to  the  right  of  Liberty's  head.  There  is  no  rubbing  on  the  eagle  on  the 
reverse  nor  on  Liberty,  save  for  one  minute  flat  spot  (as  on  almost  every  high 
relief  that  we  have  seen)  on  her  leg.  The  High  Relief  double  eagle  has  correctly 
been  called  America's  most  beautiful  coin  and  a  look  at  this  beautiful  piece  will 
quickly  tell  you  why.  Only  1 1 ,250  High  Reliefs  were  minted  making  this  the 
lowest  mintage  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle.  It  is  not  the  rarest,  however,  because 
luckily  for  numismatists,  many  were  saved  in  their  original  uncirculated 
condition.  This  is  one  of  them.  It  should  realize  in  the  vicinity  of  $3000.00. 


1114.  1909/8  AU-55.  Slight  signs  of  wear  on  the  eagle's  breast  and  top  of  its  wing  as  well 

as  slight  evidences  of  friction  on  Liberty  keep  us  from  calling  this  coin  uncirculated. 
The  color  and  quality  of  the  surfaces,  however,  are  definitely  those  of  an 
uncirculated  piece  and  without  close  examination  one  might  quickly  call  it 
"uncirculated".  There  is  one  small  milling  mark  below  Liberty's  outstretched 
arm  but  that  is  the  only  handling  mark  of  significance  on  the  entire  coin.  Both 
the  overdate  and  the  plain  1909  are  very  scarce  in  high  grade,  although 
reasonably  obtainable  in  circulated  grades. 


1115.  1909/8  EF-45.  Nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  Remarkably  clean  surfaces  for  a 

circulated  coin. 


1116.  1909-D  EF-40.  Considerable  original  mint  lustre  and  relatively  few  bagmarks. 

Only  52,500  were  minted  making  this  one  of  the  scarcest  dates  in  this  popular 
series.  It  is  also  one  of  the  most  underrated,  particularly  in  high  grade.  Most 
known  examples  grade  extremely  fine  (like  this  one)  or  less  and  relatively  few  even 
approach  uncirculated  condition.  We  did  see  a  gem  1909-D  last  summer  at  the  Boston 
ANA,  but  that  is  the  only  one  of  that  caliber  that  we  have  ever  seen. 

1117.  191 1-D  Unc-60.  Beautiful  satin  surfaces  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  Actually  we 

could  probably  call  this  Unc-65  and  get  few  arguments.

1913-S  AU-55.  Beautiful  original  mint  lustre  and  virtually  no  bagmarks  whatsoever. 
Slight  traces  of  wear  on  Liberty's  uncovered  leg  and  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers 
take  this  out  of  the  uncirculated  class.  The  1913-S,  with  only  34,000  minted, 
is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series. 

1913-S  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Very  light  handling  marks  but  there  is 
one  noticeable  abrasion  in  the  eagle's  wing  feathers.  A  typical  example  of  this 
scarce  and  popular  date. 

1914  AU-50.  Partial  wire  rim  on  obverse.  The  usual  number  of  bagmarks  and 
abrasions  in  the  field.  Light  greenish-gold  toning  with  one  small  patch  of 
copper  toning  above  the  eagle's  wing.  The  lowest  mintage  Philadelphia  Mint 
Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  other  than  the  High  Relief. 

1916-S  Unc-65.  Very  sharply  struck.  Beautiful  deep  golden  toning  and  virtually 
no  bagmarks.  Acquired  by  the  consignor  as  Unc-70  but  actually  just  a  trifle 
short  of  that  nearly  impossible-to-obtain  level. 

1920  Unc-60.  Deep  golden  toning  around  the  edges  blending  to  lighter  toning  at  the 
centers.  A  shallow  but  noticeable  abrasion  (distinguished  mostly  by  color)  in 
the  eagle's  feathers  on  the  reverse.  Only  228,250  minted  making  the  1920  one 
of  the  lowest  mintage  of  all  Philadelphia  Mint  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles. 


1922-S  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning.  A  number  of  noticeable  abrasions  down  the 
front  of  Liberty.  A  very  scarce  and  popular  date. 


1922- S  Unc-60.  Similar  to  preceding  but  more  sharply  struck.  Very  broad  obverse 
border  putting  the  stars  more  than  their  usual  distance  away  from  the  rim. 

1923- D  Unc-60.  Beautiful  and  lustrous  multi-colored  toning.  The  reverse  is 
exceptional  with  a  very  bold  strike  and  extraordinary  color.  There  are  a  few 
abrasions  on  the  figure  of  Liberty,  however,  and  these  alone  keep  us  from 
calling  the  coin  Unc-65  or  better. 

1928  Unc-60.  Deep  greenish-gold  toning.  Excellent  reverse  but  noticeable  bagmarxs 
on  the  figure  on  Liberty,  particularly  on  her  right  leg.  There  are  also  some  small 
abrasions  on  the  obverse  rim.

1 127.  1915-S  $1  Panama  Pacific,  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  but  obvious  signs  of  wear  on 

the  face  and  cap  as  well  as  on  the  dolphin  on  the  reverse.

1 128.  1915-S  $50  Panama-Pacific,  Octagonal,  Unc-65.  Beautiful  golden  toning.  Virtually 

flawless  surfaces  and  rims  with  no  sign  of  impairment  or  rubbing  save  for  a 
few  very  minute  hairlines  on  the  obverse.  Better  than  the  vast  majority  of  those 
that  we  have  seen,  including  Lot  #2  of  the  Herdegen  Sale  that  brought  $12,500.00 
last  December.  Only  645  minted.  Complete  with  its  original  case  of  issue  which 
is  in  excellent  condition. 


1 129.  1916  $1  McKinley  Memorial,  Unc-60,  Proof-like.  Less  than  10,000  struck. 


1 130.  1922  $1  Grant  Memorial,  With  Star,  Unc-65.  Difficult  to  imagine  one  better  than  this. 

1131.  1922  $1  Grant  Memorial,  With  Star,  Unc-60.  Only  5,016  minted. 

1 132.  1922  $1  Grant  Memorial,  Without  Star,  Unc-60.  Two  small  parallel  scratches  on 

Grant's  face.  Deep  golden  color.  The  lowest  mintage  U.S.  commemorative  gold 
dollar  with  only  5,000  struck. 

1 133.  1926  $2.50  Philadelphia  Sesquicentennial,  Unc-60. 

1 134.  1926  $2.50  Philadelphia  Sesquicentennial,  Unc-60.  Beautiful  greenish-gold  toning. 

1135.  Complete  eleven-piece  set  of  U.S.  commemorative  gold  coins  less,  of  course,  the  two

1139.  1853  United  States  Assay  Office,  Twenty  D.,  900  thous.,  VF-20.  Very  similar  to 

Lot  #771  in  our  Long  Beach  Sale  which  realized  $650.00.  Nice  even  wear  and 
no  damage  of  any  kind.

1 140.  1855  Kellogg  and  Company,  $20,  EF-40.  Considerable  mint  lustre  with  relatively  few 

marks  in  the  field.  There  are,  however,  two  parallel  digs  between  "AN”  in  "San" 
and  the  eagle  s  wings.  The  1855  is  somewhat  more  scarce  than  the  1854,  particularly 
in  high  grade.  The  repaired  1854  $20  in  our  Long  Beach  Sale  brought  $875.00 
and  so  this  superior  quality  and  scarcer  date  piece  should  reach  well  into  four 
figures. 

1141.  1 860  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company,  $2.50,  EF-45.  Plugged  above  the  head.  A  polished, 

pebbly  appearance,  due  no  doubt  to  its  sojourn  as  jewelry.

1142.  1860  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company,  $10,  AU-55.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all 

territorial  gold  coins  with  a  view  of  Pikes  Peak  on  the  obverse,  "Denver"  written 
below  it,  and  the  legend  "Pikes  Peak  Gold".  On  the  reverse  is  an  eagle  similar  to 
that  used  on  the  regular  issue  U.S.  $10  gold  pieces  and  the  name  of  the  issuing 
company  as  well  as  the  date.  This  piece  is  really  quite  exceptional  and  is,  in 
fact,  one  of  the  better  ones  that  we  have  seen.  It  shows  very  little  wear  and  only 
a  few  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks.  In  our  Long  Beach  Sale  we  had  an 
extremely  fine  specimen  that  had  been  harshly  cleaned  and  had  several  other 
severe  problems  and  yet  it  brought  $2500.00  after  active  bidding.  This  coin, 
which  grades  a  solid  1 5  points  higher  and  has  no  problems  whatsoever,  could 
bring  double  that  amount.
